1980 PRODUCTION FIGURES FOR OIL REFINERIES 
Rome RASSEGNA PETROLIFERA in Italian 2-9 Jan 81 po 10-12 


[Text] On the basis of the most recent data relating to the evolution of the 
petroleum refining sector in 19f0 it is possible to develop a detailed estimate of 
the production of the integrated refineries. In 1980 the cost of crude o11 sus- 
tained the largest average increase ever recorded; the Monti group virtually ceased 
ite own activities; and foreign demand decreased sharply. The combination of these 
events brought about a significant reduction in o1] refining, which as a whole is 
being shaped increasingly by domestic demand. 


The decrease in the quantities of crude o1l processed to the order of foreign 
dealers as resulted in smaller quantities of finished products becoming available 
for par.ial placement on the domestic market, and it has therefore been necessary 

to have recourse to imports to a considerable extent. RASSEGNA PETROLIFERA's 
figures show a reduction of 20 percent in refining activity by comparison with 17%. 
Table 1 shows the quantities of crude processed by the various refineries (which are 
grouped, as is customary, by geographic area) plus the total of semiprocessed 
products (which relate basically to the petrochemical centers). The category “other 
refineries" also includes IPLOM [Piedmont Oils and Minerals Processing Industry), 
Lombarda Petroleum, SPI [Industrial Promotion and Development) and Sanquirico. 

The estimates for 1980 are compared to a series of historical data going back to 
1973, in order better to understand the evolution of the refining activity. The 
figures for overall activity are also shown in this graphic, The total for las: 
year proves to be the smallest of the entire period: even smller than the 1975 
level, which the revining sector appeared to have put behind it for good. The 


increase in activity holds true for all the geographic areas under consideration 
but is particularly concentrated in the islands, 


This circumstance reflects the impact of those areas of the refining sector which 
are oriented toward the foreign market or petrochemicals production, in both of 
which there has been a decrease in orders. Specifically, productioy is down 
approximately 10 percent in northern and central Italy from the figures for ti: 
vrevious year, compared to a 20 percent decrease nationwide. It is also notew ’ 
that a part of the decreased activity (representing approximately ©.° milli n* =« 
is due to the cessation of activity by the refineries of the Monti group as the 
result of well-publicized difficulties of a financial nature. More cenera!iy 
speaking, there has bven a falloff in the production of the independent operators, 
who are more sensitive to the increase in the cost of the crude. An analysis of the 
individual refineries, however, reveals that in the midst of the overall decrease in 
production certain centers recorded a substantial increase. This waco the case «it

offset--in an areas of considerable dimensions and demand--the decline in deliver- 
les from MACH, SAROM [Rome Elevator Company) and ERG [Edoardo Garrone Refinery], 
Aleo worthy of note, however, is the decline in production calculated for [ROM 
(Oils, Minerals Refining Industry], In the case of ERG, estimates for 1980 are 
50 percent below the figures for 1979 and approximately 75 percent below the maxi- 
mum obtained in 1973, ANIC+Po, Aquila and Sarni are shown to have continually 
increased the quantity of crude processed annually from 1973 to the present, and 
accordingly did not suffer any negative impact from the complex of events relating 
to the petroleum market during this period, In central and southern Italy there 
was an overall decrease in production, with the sole exception of STANIC (oil 
industry]; the greatest decrease was recorded by the Gaeta refinery, which pro- 
cessed no crude at all, As for the islands, it is estimated that ESSO will record 
some increase in refining operations there, while substantial reductions are noted 
in the production of the other refineries, with the exception of ISAB [Sicilian 
Asphalt Industry], In particular there is the Mediterranea refinery, which was 
inactive in 1980, followed by the sharp decrease recorded by SaRaS {Sardinian 
Refineries Italian Petroleum Ltd.) and the petro-chemical centers, in terms of 
crude oil processed and semifinished products manufactured, Lastly, there was a 
continuation of the slow decline in the production of the smaller refineries--a 
decline which has been in progress since 1973, The estimates made for individual 
refineries are also arranged on a company-by-company basis, with reference made 

to the relative percentages of ownership in the various refineries, Table 2 
presents these estimates for the 14 principal companies which operate in the 
domestic market, The results shown can be regarded as significant, inasmuch as 
they disregard all refining in behalf of third parties or refining activity com 
missioned to third parties (for example, the SARAS-AGIP (National Italian Oil 
Company] contract). 





These estimates are regarded as somewhat approximate, however, and are based on a 
determination of the potential supplies of petroleum products available. The 14 
companies under consideration consist of the state entity; subsidiaries of multi- 
national companies; and independent operators. One therefore notes the evolution 
of the operations of the Monti group in 1980 by contrasting the very low level of 
production by SAROM in that year with the approximately 20 million tons processed 
in 1973 and the 15 million tons processed in 1978. The decrease in production by 
Garrone and SARAS was also substantial, whereas--among the privave operators--API 
[exnansion unknown] and PONTOT!, [expansion unknown] almost mairtained their posi- 
tion. Worthy of note is the slow recovery of activity by ESSO, the second largest 
operator in the nation; this activity was concentrated at the Augusta refinery (the 
only one ESSO owns outright). Even in the case of Total one notes a definite 
increase in refining activity, following the transfer of ICIP to PONTOIL. The 
other companies held constart or showed a decrease, including the ENI group, in 
which the decline in production by IROM canceled out the increases re ported for 
other refineries. A comparison of the figures for crude oil processed by the 
various companies with the national total cessed makes it possible to determine 
the relative share of the refining market) held by each of these companies. Their 
overall share does not correspord to the percentage of the national demand covered 
inasmuch as it does not take into account the import-export operations of the 
various companies. It is realistically possible, however, to make a good approxi- 
mate estimate--¢iven the near equivalence between imports and exports--at least in 
the case of a larrve proportion of the companies indicated. Table 3 shows the

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results obtained. Despite the atove-cited decreases, the companies under public 
control have clearly strermrthened their position at the expense of the private 
operators. Even the seven companies that are subsidiaries of the multinationals 
inoreased their share of the market (notably BSSO and Total). 


On the other hand, the presence of the independent private operators (except for 
APT) 18 shown to be sharply diminished, with the decline obviously concentrated in 
the Monti group. This change in relative percentages proves, however, to be 
disproportionate, inasmuch as the 14 companies as a whole increased their total 
share of the activity in the refining sector. For the first time this share 
reached approximately 80 percent of refining activity, thereby reducing the petro- 
chemical companies and other companies of lesser presence in the market (Texaco, 
for example) to an approximate 20 percent share, as compared to the 22-25 percent 
share they held in recent years. If we consider the national operators (including 
the private operators and the state entity), we find that their activity repre- 
sented 48 percent of the total production of the sector as compared to the 51 
percent computed for them in 1979. Because ENI's presence on the domestic market 
(in terms of satisfying the demand for petroleum products) was assuredly not 
diminished during last year, and because consumption of petroleum products remained 
approximately stable (2 percent less than in 1979), it can be said that the lack of 
production by the Monti group was offset by increased imports of finished products 
rather than of crude for processing.

Tecree law Mo 927, 11 December 1970: “Changes in the Tax Syetem for Certain 
troleum uote” (Cireular of the Ministry of Pinance, Reference No 9509, 20 
December 19F0 


[Text] Following upon Telegraphic Ciroular No 9419/XI, 11/12/1980, it has been 
announced that the CAZZETTA UFFICIALE, No 340, 12 December 1980, hae published 
Decree Law No A26, 11 December 1980, stipulating changes in the tax schedule 
pertaining to certain petroleum products. 


By virtue of the provisions contained in Article 1, the rates of the manufacturing 
tax--anmi corresponding frontier surtax--applicable to the following petroleum 
producte are increased as follows: 


a. Special «eaeolines other than aineral turpentine; gasoline; and olle other than 
white oll: from 35,697 lire to 42,953 lire per hectoliter, at a temperature of 15 


degrees centigrade. 


b. That quantity of “Jp¥ jet fuel” destined for the Defense Administration which 
ie in excess of the yearly allowance of 18,000 tons, from 3,559.70 lire to 
4,205.90 lire per hectoliter, at a temperature of 15 degrees centigrade. 


c. Liquefied petroleum gas [LPC] for use as motor fuel, from 36,402 lire to 46,18 
lire per quintal. 


Article 3 of the decree law stipulates that the rate increases established in the 
preceding Article 1 are also applicable to those products specified therein which 
have been withdrawn from the refineries, bonded warehouses and similar warehouses-- 
or imported with payment of the tax at the previous rate--and which on the effec- 
tive date of the aforementioned provisions were owned (including any such products 
in transit) in quantities greater than 20 quintale by the proprietors of warehouses 
of mineral olle for commercial use, service stations, ani installations for the 
roadside distribution of fuels. 


The procedures for declaring the aforesaid stocks of merchandise and for payment 
of the correspomiing differential in the manufacturing tax are stipulated in the 
aforementioned Article 3 ani are basically a repetition of those previously adopted 
in connection with similar increases. 








The declaration of these stocks of petroleum producte must be submitted (on 
unstanped paver and with two ocoplea) within 30 days after the effeotive date of 
the decree law by the individuals indicated in Article %--that ite to say, by the 
proprietors of warehouses stocking mineraloile for commercial use, of service 
atatiors, and of installations for the automatic dietribution of fuele--to the 
customs service or to the UTIF [Manufacturing Tax Technical Office) which has 
territorial juriediction, and must include the quantities of the individual prod- 
ucts owned by them ‘even if in transit) in quantities greater than 20 quintals. 


The minimum quantity (20.01 quintale) of each individual product to be declared 
shall accordingly consist of all the stocks actually in the possesei .n of the 
respective owners as of 0000 hours on 12 December 1980, and also all quantities 
which on that date the owner in question had in transit subsequent to their with- 
drawal from the refineries or bonded warehouses, or subsequent to their importation 
with payment of the tax at the previous rate, and of course including those quanti- 
ties withdrawn from exemot warehouses. 


Por the purposes of the aforementioned declaration, regular gasoline and super 
gasoline shall be crouped together, although they aust also be listed separately 
80 as to permit the necessary verification. 


To avoid the penalties stipulated for incorrect declarations in Article 4 of the 
reformulated decree law, firme which on the effective date of the said decree law 
had in their possession products subject to the changed tax rate and stored in 
facilities located in more than one jurisdiction of the Manufacturing Tax Technical 
Offices in quantities totaling more than 20 quintals gust not fail to declare--to 
the individual UTIF having juriediction--aleo those quantities of the individual 
products which total less than the aforesaid lisit, specifying in such case the 
installations ani location (street, municipality, province) in which the other 
quantities which together total more than the 20 quintals stipulated by law for 
each individual product are stored. 


In declaring the aforesaid quantities, the firms in question shall refer to the 
declaration which they have submitted to the technical offices having territorial 
Jurisdiction. A similar procedure must be followed for declarations made with 
respect to those quantities existing in other jurisdictions, on the understanding 
that each UTIF shall take action with reference to the individual quantities stored 
at the installations within ite jurisdiction, even if these quantities are less 
than 20 quintals. 


In all control actions, special care must be taken to ensure that quantities in 
transit which manifestly arrived at their destinations after 0000 hours on the 
aforesaid date of 12 December 1980 do not evade the declaration. In case of doubt 
as to the amount of tax to be forgiven, the pertinent information shall be re- 
quested from the UTIF which has juriediction over the installation of origin. 


Within the eame period of 30 days from the effective date of the aforesaid decree, 
all persons who are required to submit the declaration must pay to the provincial 
Treasury Section having jurisdiction the total tax differential owed on the stocks 
listed in the declaration. 











A copy of the treasury receipt must be attached to the aforementioned declaration. 
If payment of the difference in tax owed ie made by check drawn (on a registered 
post.l current account) to the order of the provincial Treasury Section having 
jJuriediction and the corresponding receipt does not arrive in time to be enc.ceed 
with the declaration, the firms in question shall etate in the same declaration 
that they will transmit said receipt as soon as it is in their possession, ami in 
the meantime shall enclose the receipt for the postal payment. 


In view of the fact that for purposes of liquidating the tax differential reference 
must be made to stocks in terme of weight, in order to determine these stocks when 
the records for loading and unloading are kept (at the sales outlets) in terms of 
volume, or to liquidate the tax liability on the basis of volumetric rates when the 
aforesaid stocks are computed in terms of weight, the following conventional 
densities may be used with a view to simplifying calculation: 0.732 for super 
gasoline, 0.714 for regular gasoline, 0.565 for LPC used ae motor fuel, 0.60 for 
especial gasolines other than mineral turpentine, and 0.765 for petroleum other 
than white oil. 


Specifically, the proprietors of warehouses of mineral oils for commercial use 
shall convert, into the corresponding volumes, stocks of super and regular gsoline 
which in the corresponding records for loading ani unloading are expressed in terns 
of weight, by dividing the quantity expressed 'n terms of weight by the afore- 
mentioned coefficients. They shall then apply the rate differential of 6,35 lire 
per hectoliter owed by virtue of the increase prescr! bed ‘» the decree law. 


Proprietors of sales outlets must firet of all determine whether the stocks in 
their possession do or do not exceed the limit of 20 quintale either for gasoline 
(super and regular) or for LPO used as motor fuel. For this purpose they must 
multiply the figure for these stocks--expressed in terms of volume in the corres- 
ponding records for loading and unloading--by the aforesaid coefficients. 


Orece it has beer determined that a declaration is required, the aforesaid propri- 
etors shall directly iniicate--in volumetric terme--the stocks of gasoline on which 
the tax differential is payable at the rate of 6,356 lire per hectoliter, whereas 
the stocks of LPO for use as motor fuel shal) be reported in termes of weight ani 
the tax differentia) rate of 9,750 lire per quintal shal) apply. 


The aforesaid Article 3 further vcrovides that the Manufacturing Tax Technical 
Office shall certify the correctness of the declaration and of the payment of the 
tax liability. 


If the sum remitted vcroves to be less than the sum owed, the resultant difference 
must be paid within 20 days of notification or of the date of receipt of the 


request for payment, which reques’ shall be dispatched by registered letter with 
return receipt requested. 


In the event the sum remitted proves to be more than the sum owed, the correspond- 
ing refund shall be made in the form of authorization to exempt from the manufac- 
turing tax sufficient petroleum products to permit recovery of those sums which are 
acknowledged to qualify for refund. 
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To thie end the Manufacturing Tax Technical ffice shall transmit the original of 
the aforesaid authorigation, duly slened by the managing engineer, to the Financial 
Office at the inetallation refinery, bonded warehouse, or similar warehouse )--pre- 
viously indicated by the proprietor=-from which the petroleum products exenpt from 
the tax are to be withdrawn. <A copy of the author'sation ehall be sent to the 
imftividual entitled to the refund or to the head or representative) of the firm 
delegated to effect the withdrawal, whiie another copy shall be retained by the 
UTT*., 


Withdrawal of the petroleum products shall be effected upon presentation of the 
copy of the authorigation to the Finance Office at the installation (refinery, 
bonded warehouse, or similar warehouse) which te to supply the products in ques- 
tion. The Finance Office shall take back the oopy of the authorigation, noting 
therecn the quantity of product withdrawn and attaching thereto a receipt either 
from the concerned party or from the head (or representative) of the firm delegated 
to effect the withdrawal. 





The cooy of the authorigation shall be appended to the copy in possession of the 
UTIF for inclusion with the bookkeeping records and the justification of the non- 
collection of the tax. 


When declarations relating to vreducts already removed from the customs area or to 
vroducte of Italian manufacture are submitted to the customs service they must be 
transmitted promptly to the Manufacturing Tax Technical Offices having jurisdic- 

tion, torether with a specific validation of the date of their submission, with a 
view to certifying their correctness and the payment of the tax differential owed. 


Any su>s rot paid on time shall be subject to the interest penalty stipulated in 
Article !f of DL [Decree Law] 26/5/1978, No 216, converted with amenimente into 
Law 24/7/1978, No JR, and to the late charge stipulated in DL CPS (decree laws 
of the temporary head of state] 25/11/1947, No 1286, 


The interest penalty and late charees mentioned above are owed either for nonobser- 
vance of the terns stinulated in the secon! paragraph of the aforesaid Article 3 for 
payment of the tax differential owed on the declared stocks of petroleum products, 
or for nonobseervance of the terms stipulated in the third paragraph for payment of 
the supplementary tax required by the UTIF. 


lastiy, Article & of the decree law stipulates that whoever fails to submit the 
declaration to which reference is made in Article 3, or submite an incorrect or late 
declaratior, shall be assessed’ a monetary penalty ranging from two to 10 times the 
amount of the manufacturing tax which was the object of evasion or attenapted 
evasion. 


The aforementioned penalty shall be reduced to one-tenth of the aforesaid ainimun 
amount if a declaration--certified to be correct--is submitted within 5 days 
follow!ne expiration of the 30 day period stipulated in the preceding Article 3. 


It is emthasiced that the deadline for submission of declarations of stocks of 
petroleum products, ani for sayment of the respective tax diffe entials, is 30 days 
following the effective date of the decree: that is to say, the leadline is 12 
January 1971.

[Text] Spain has not even won any small prizes in the oil 
lottery. But Julio Calleja, president of Hisparoil, still 
has hopes; they are not great, like those of Dickens, nor 
vain. He simply has faith that this country can lead a 
decent energy life in the next few years. 


There he is, in an armchair with his legs elegantly crossed, dressed in 
comfortable, appropriate gray flannel with the knot in his tie slightly loose 

and his "Cartier" watch set to mark off a sober international hour; practically 
ready to have a light lunch at Le Grand Vefour in Paris... And then Julio Calleja 
tells you that the following morning, at daybreak, he will take an uncertain 
flight to Guinea, a flight whose final outcome he does not yet know, since return 
trips from there are always filled with surprises. It will be necessary to fly 
over the jungle in a small plane to return from an airport with more or less 
regular flights. And that's the way things are: circumstances are shaping the 
new men of this new energy age. And Julio Calleja--a man of the INI [National 
Institute of Industry]--will once again have to leave behind sophisticated Western 
circles to plunge {nto the rich and untamed world of petroleum. As president of 
Hispanoil, one of the Spanish public corporations concerned with finding and 
purchasing energy, his schedule is still the same as it has been for some time: 
negotiations with sheiks, agreements with remote and almost unknown African 
republics which exchange barrels of oil for technological advancements, deals 

with fertile Latin America, whose subsoil may be an as yet unexplored Eldorado, 

as well as scratches on this old bull's hide in an effort to uncover its final 
secrets.... 


There are already several oil-producing countries currently following a policy 
of linking the supply of petroleum with intensified exploration of their own 
territory. Such is the viewpoint of Algeria, the nation with which Spain has 
just signed its latest agreement; the principle is that consumer countries shoul « 
help to increase the producer's reserves... In my opinion, this policy will be 
maintained and even extended to other areas such as the transfer of technology 
or industrial cooperation; Spain will invest $42 million in Algeria over the next 
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4 years to exploit a concession offering reasonable hopes of finding ofl. During 
those 4 years, Spain is guaranteed a supply of 900,000 tons annually. 


If we find of] on the concession, 35 percent will be for Spain and the reat for 
the Algerians. 


The New Trump Card 


Julio valleja insists that, once again, the energy situation is changing. Having 
now gotten over the shock of high prices--or at least bearing it with a certain 
amount of dignity--the Western world must realize that OPEC has a greater edge 
than that of petrodollars: production, pure and simple, 


The OPEC countries hold the cards for all decisions: production and prices. 
Consumer countries are left with very little room to negotiate; but Hispanoil 
has signed contracts providing for half of Spanish consumption and has purchased 
that petroleum at official prices, Saudi Arabia, the country selling at the 
cheapest prices, will supply us with 7.5 million tons annually, with the possi- 
bility of an increase. And it has to be Saudi Arabia, because it is one of the 
few OPEC countries which can increase its production without difficulty. The 
bad thing is that in this panorama from the energy bridge, Spain looks like a 
practically destitute consumer without any alternative other than to pay whatever 
fees are demanded. But Julio Calleja contends that Spain is not so helpless: 

we should bear in mind that the level of development of producing countries is 
not very high; and thus Spain can offer suitable technology which is attractive 
at those stages of development. And Spain is also as capable as any Western 
country of carrying out exploration and prospecting; Hispanoil is presently 
operating in Guatemala, Brazil, Mauritania and other countries, in partnership 
with companies such as Esso and Elf-Aquitaine, Nor are we helpless in other 
areas: Norwegian and Spanish industry are cooperating on the prospecting which 
we are doing in that country. 


The Unknown at the Gas Pump 


Nor are our reserves as low as it is said, Our stocks are reasonably 
conservative; supply contracts guarantee that our needs for 1981 are covered. 

But it is obvious that we are facing some uncertainties: What will happen in 

Iraq and Iran?... The oil world is so sensitive to any incident that the risks 
follow each other in succession. The market is very close to the limit of 

its production capacity and, on the other hand, demand is under control but is 
still rising. For the time being, the rest of the OPEC countries have compensated 
for the lack of supply from Iraq and Iran. What will happen to production if a 
new conflict breaks out in another area? Many countries are already reaching 
their ceilings... During the Six-Day War, the Arabs could not raise their oil 


prices because the United States increased production and diverted supplies to 
Europe; in 1973, in contrast, the United States had reached its production 
limit and could do nothing to avert the crisis. And that is because the crisis 
is not the result of the decision of a few countries, but rather the result 

of limited oil resources, whose maximum exploitation we are approaching. 
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The earth is the earth--as Julio Calleja says; the experts assure us that 

about half of the existing petroleum has been discovered and that approximately 
15 percent has been consumed. But the other half, yet to be discovered, will be 
much more expensive, logistically more complicated to extract and geographically 
distributed between the Middle East and the Soviet Union. However, it turns 

out that each year less petroleum is discovered than is produced. Spain is an 
archetypical case: We produce 2 million tons of petroleum here in Tarragon and 
Castellon, but anticipated reserves are much less than that production. Moreover, 
the large producing countries believe--perhaps correctly~-that it is better 
business for them to conserve oil than to hoard dollars. 


Foreign Oil 


The facts show that except for Italy, Spain is the Western European country 

which is most dependent on foreign supplies, And it must never be forgotten 

that energy is not only oil--as Julio Calleja points out--but coal, nuclear power, 
electricity aud natural gas as well. Thus our policy cannot be different from 
that which we are trying to follow: maximum development of natural resources, 
reducing the effect of petroleum on the energy bill, increasing the percentage 

of nuclear and coal power and, finally, considering and studying all new alter- 
natives. Our dependence on oi] is still more than 60 percent, which implies a 
great risk. 


Since 1969, Hispanoil has been producing 10 percent of the oil which Spain 
consumes, It is a seed which helps the farmer and which can sprout at any moment, 
That production is practically concentrated in Kuwait; but we are also extracting 
some oil in Libya, Algeria, Egypt and Gabon. We have just discovered a field in 
Guatemala and we are at work in Brazil; we have concessions in Guinea, in the 
Norwegian and British North Sea, Italy, Oman, Abu Dhabi and Vietnam; we have 
started working in the China Sea... After the success in Guatemala, our greatest 
hopes are in Brazil, Guinea, the North Sea--where we have already found traces 

of oil in the first drilling--and the China Sea, where for the time being we 

have only made a seismic survey whose completion will be a condition required by 
the government of the People's Republic for competing for concessions. And we 
will have to continue along these lines because an effort on a world scale is 
unavoidable, inasmuch as petroleum will continue to be the primary source of 
energy for the next 15 years. I also want to make it clear that Hispanoil's 
discoveries will not satisfy our demand, but the effort is worth the trouble 
because it reinforces our position as a consumer. And investment in exploration 
also does not cost Spain any foreign exchange, because expenses are offset by 

the profits produced from the oil which we extract. 


Domestic Gas 


The high prices of crude oil, the Amposta discovery in 1970 and the generous 
Spanish law on prospect.ng are three facts giving impetus to the search for 
energy sources here, At this time, it is believed that investment has no 
limitations other than those set by the exploration technology; the effort, 
then, is considerable... And we have also been lucky: discoveries in the 
Mediterranean, in Cadiz, in the Pyrenees and in the Bay of Biscay. The last 
three are discoveries of gas and according to the latest estimates, they may 
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ultimately produce between 5 and 6 billion cubic meters, which will almost cover 
the 9 billion cubic meters at which our consumption is estimated; with regard 

to gas, therefore, the government will be able to free the General Budgets from 
the burden represented by imports and to allocate those funds for new exploration 
efforts. We are less fortunate in the case of petroleum: as of the present 
time, we have discovered about 200 million barrels of reserves, but production 
will drop beginning in 1984, when we will have satisfied 4 percent of national 
demand. There are optimistic prospects in the Cantabrian Mountains and it is not 
yet known what may happen in the deep waters of the Mediterranean, in which it is 
now poesible to prospect but not to extract... Obtaining between 7 and 9 percent 
of the petroleum consumed by Spain in the next 10 years would be a really 
ambitious goal. 


The Company 


Between the United Arab Emirates and promising black Africa, Julio Calleja is not 
reluctant to briefly discuss the touchy subject of the great Spanish "petroleum 
company," which seems to be the product of administrative snags. I consider the 
subject to be the exclusive province of the government... It concerns a very 
old problem, about which I have an absolutely personal and obstinate opinion: 

in the case of a country such as ours, which imports 70 percent of the energy it 
consumes, the view should be one of being supplied under the best security and 
price conditions; and in my opinion, that should be the focus of any arrangement. 
The sellers are writing the energy law today and it is vital for a nation to 
assure itself of its supply; and the key in this respect is the undeniable fact 
that the producing countries require government-to-government or national 
company-to-national company negotiations; and that trend will increase in the 
future. This does not mean that we have to forgo the negotiating capabilities 
of public and private corporations in the refining sector, but the major 
negotiations are being conducted at the highest administrative level at the 
request of the producing countries, although I would consider it absolutely 
harmful for the government to handle 100 percent of Spanish petroleum purchases,

ENERGY PANEL FINDINGS DISCLOSED 
-etanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 24 Mar 81 p 5 


[Text] The Union of Turkish Chambers of Engineers and Architects (TMMOB) issued a 
statement that assesses the conclusions of a panel dealing with energy problems in 


Turkey. 


The contents, which feature the views of Chemical Engineer [hean Karababa, Electrical 
Engineer Teoman Alpturk, and Physical Engineer Recep Univ, all of whom participated 
in the panel as speakers, are arranged as follows: 


What Should We Do? We Have Not Come To This Point By Design 


"We trust that the inclusion of Chemical Engineer Ihsan Karababa's views in the 
panel's assessment will be useful: ‘Mention of an energy deficit was made for the 
first time in Turkey during the Third Plan period. But how this deficit would be 
closed was not discussed in this plan. During this period 3.5 billion dollars of 
5.2 billion in short-term loans was allocated to the purchase of oil. Moreover, 
petroleum products have been sold very cheaply on the domestic market at the price 
of levying very heavy burdens on the treasury. The individual who defended and 
implemented this policy finally admitted the failure of this approach, saying, 
‘What should we do? We have not come to this point by design. We did not go after 
oil with betraying the country in mind.' 


‘Furthermore, an oil-based economy has blocked the integration of coal and particu- 
larly lignite into the economy. This has perpetuated primitivit’ in the production 
and consumption of our natural resources. It has come to a situation that today 
our coal is used with a 60 percent loss rate from production through consumption. 
In addition, a situation has been created that will require at least 10 to 15 years 
before the present coal potential can be brought under stable production. 


‘Oil price hikes cannot much effect the economy in developed countries because they 
cas be passed on in the prices of exported goods. In under developed countries, 
however, a 10 percent hike in energy costs sparks a 1 percent recession in a 
country's economy.'" 

The Share Of Oil 


The assessment reports that Electrical Engineer Teoman Alpturk, who later expressed 
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his views, stated that the portion of o11 used for electricity production has 
risen to 52 percent, The assessment records Alpturk's statements as follows. 


"A major reason for the problem in Turkey is the fact that no consideration has 
been given to a balance between production and consumption. Therefore, in a situ- 
ation where a 1.5 billion kilowatt hour disparity hae arisen between supply and 
demand, had not the demand for energy dropped owing to economic malaise in this 
country, this disparity would in fact have been 8 to 10 billion kilowatt hours, 
The reason being that although the demand for energy triples every 10 years, the 
annual increase in recent years has stayed at 3 percent." 





Only 3 Percent 


The views of Physical Engineer Recep Unver concerning nuclear energy also appear 
in the assessment: 


"A nuclear facility put into service as the result of very large investments could 
meet only 3 percent of our energy deficit, Still, one can resort to nuclear energy 
as a transitional technology until new energy sources are found. The important 
thing is to thoroughly assess factors such as the manner, time, and place in which 
such a facility sould be introduced into Turkey as well as its capacity and the 
environmental problems it will create. Detailed studies should be made for this 
purpose and the results should be openly discussed by the public,"

HUGE NEW DAM PLANNED 
Nicosia I SIMERINI in Greek 1 Mar 81 pp 1, 12 


We are informed that the enormous reservoir where water will be stored 
gh the southern pipeline for irrigating mainly Kokkinokhoria will be constructed 
in the Akhna area. The precious water, about 60 million cubic meters (tons), will 
be distributed to the following areas: Kokkinokhoria, 30,750 /cubic meters/, Kiti, 
9,000, Masotos, 4,500, Parekklisia, 1,875, and the Akrotiri-Kourris ver delta, 


» 500. 


Kokkinokhoria will be provided with more water because, according to lakovidis, a 
government hydrologist-enzgineer, the water-carrying layers in the area will dry up 
in 5-7 years if the present rate of water pumping is maintained or the water will 
become salty to such a degree that it will not be usable. Today only 20 percent 
of subterranean water remains at Kokkinokhoria while the infiltration of sea water 
is at a depth of kilometers. In all of Kokkinokhoria only Palamidi has its own 


subterranean resources and therefore no water from the reservoir will be 
provided to it, in Agia Napa only the areas west of the village will be 
irrigated. 


The southern pipeline will be fed by the Imge dam to be built on the Kourris River 
at a distance of 8 miles from Limassol. According to our information the government 
is delaying the choice of the firm which will prepare the final engineering plans 
while the preliminary studies are still contimed. Last Thursday experts gave a 
lecture at the British Council on the southern pipeline project which wiil 

be completed in 10 years and will cost about 100 million pounds, 


The purpose of using the southern pipeline is to transport a surj.us of 60 million 
cubic meters (tons) of water from the southwestern area to the eastern area where 
there is a shortage of 60 million cubic meters of water--a distance of 120 kilo- 
meters--from the Kourris River to Kokkinokhoria. This water transportation will 

be achieved after an immense quantity of water--100 million cubic meters--is stored 
in a Kourris dam northwest of Limassol and after the installation of an underground 
pipe network along the length of the area. 


By Natural Pressure 


Large pipes 1.5 meters in diameter will start at the Kourris dam and connect with 
smaller ones in corresponding areas. The water will flow by natural pressure even 
to the most remote area thus saving energy. For this reason no electricity- 
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producing plants will be built along the whole length of the pipeline to avoid 

g the free “low of water. The Kourris dam will be constructed at an 
elevation of 180 me‘ers. Thus, there will always be pressure even if the water 
falls to the dam's lowest level, 


Sxperts 


A group of about 50 specialists are working in the Water Depariment on the Southern 
Pipeline Plan. They are headed by four English specialists of the Overseas Develop- 
ment Service: Kh, B, Jackson, director of the prograr T, », civil engineer, 
J. Makin, specialist-agronomist, and P, Grimble, economist /all names translitera- 

. They are assisted by civil engineers of the ministry /of agriculture 

r Lakis Khristodoulou and by hydrologists-engineers under Iakovidis. 
moderator during the discussion at the British Council was A. Papasolomondos, 
director general of the Ministry of Agriculture. 


Most of the water for irrigation, 6 percent, will be given to Kokkinokhoria. 
This was decided by the specia’. committee which assumed the task of choosing the 
areas and of determining the quantities of water for distribution. The reason 
or giving Kokkinokhoria more water/ is the intensive farming in that area where 
production of potatoes only represent 11 percent of our total exports or 0 
million pounds, 


alist Makin said in a statement that without the southern pipeline |,,000- 
,000 hectares (or 35,000 acres) of Kokkinokhoria where 60 percent of the popula- 
tion are farmers would be rendered useless, 


After inspecting 300,000 acres throughout Cyprus the Agriculture Ministry group 
chose a total of 57,500 acres for irrigation. The southern pipeline network will 
include the Limassol plant for processing wastes which will be built around 1966 
and a second plant which will be built between Tersefa and Klavdia to serve the 
Larnaca area, 


One third of the water provided by the southern pipeline, or 20 million cubic 
meters out of the 60 million, will be used for supplying water to the cities of 
Nicosia, Limassol, and Larnaca. Thus, the Nicosia water problem--which in the 
meantime has been alleviated by the supply of water from Vasili-Pendaskhoinou-- 
will finally be solved. 





It is estimated that 250 cubic liters will be available for each individual by 
1990 compared to today's 130 cubic liters in Nicvsia. Finally, the southern pipe- 
line program will serve the areas where by the year 2010 about 80 to 85 percent of 
the population will be concentrated according to predictions of experts. 


Water Cost 


The water transported by the southern pipeline will cost 10-150 mils per cubic 
meter. It is more ervensive than the present price but much cheaper than the 
water_produced by desalination which costs 1 pound to 1 pound 250 mils /per cubic 
meter/. 
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Financing Problem 


The finding of money--100 million pounds--for the southern pipeline will be 
poesible only when the final plans are completed. Papasolomondas told us that 


the final plans are being expedited in order to have them presented to the World 
Bank and other financing firms for approval,

EQUIPMENT, INVESTMENT PLANS IN MACHINE TOOL LNDUSTRY 
Duesseldorf HANDELSBLATT in German 6/7 Mar 81 p 13 
[Article by kv: "Obsolescence in Metal Industry Continues To Increase") 


[Text] Duesseldorf, 5 Mar 8l--In 1980 the real investment volume 
in German industry was still 2 percent below the 1970 level. For 
the current year a reduction in investments is expected. In an 
‘nvestigation the Association of German Machine Tool Factories 
(VDW) speaks of a “progressive obsolescence" of the machinery 
currently in use, 


Increasingly voices can be heard coming from industry, warning of a progressive 
obsolescence of equipment. Not long ago, for instance, Lennings, the manager of 
Gutehoffnungshuette, pointed out that during the course of the 1970's the share 

of investments in the gross national product of the FRG sank to 21 percent. In 
Japan it is more than 30 percent. Lennings left no doubt that competitiveness 
declines when the process of aging equipment cannot be overcome with an investment 
policy that is oriented toward the future. Following World War II the average 
age of equipment was about 10 years, during the reconstruction phase of the 1960's 
it had been improved to approximately 7 years. Today only one-fourth of the 
machinery in use belongs to the modern generation of equipment, installed within 
the last 5 years. A VDW study seems to confirm these statements on principle, 
although the figures will have to be regarded with some reservation. A shortcoming, 
for instance, is the fact that only 1,300 firms took part in the VDW survey out of 
a total of 6,800 members within the individual associations--the branches of 
industry are listed in the table below. It means that the degree of representa- 
tion is only 19 percent. Consequently, the grand total presented in column 5 
appears to be doubtful. 


There is no question, however, that the listed data provide an opportunity for 
enterprises in the metalworking industry to compare their own figures with those 
of other firms within their own branch of industry, with those of other branches 
or different sizes of enterprises. Since a similar survey had already been con- 
ducted in 1976, it also provides opportunities for comparisons. When looking at 
all the machine tools listed, the VDW study states, there has been no improvement 
since 1976 with respect to the condition of obsolescence as far as the available 
supply of industrial machine tools is concerned. The proportionate share of 
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relatively modern machine tools has even declined, Whereas in 1976 37 percent of 
all machine tools were less than 10 years old, the proportion hae in the meantime 
been decreased to 4 percent, Today almost every other machine in the industrial 
machine tool category ie already more than 15 yeare old, 


Question Concerning Productivity 


The continuing process of aging is also evident when shorter time periods are 
considered, Whereas the proportion of machine toole acquired between 1975 and 
1979 is only 15 percent, those purchased during the preceding time period make up 
19 percent of all machines currently in uee, And 18 percent of all available 
machine toole belong to the age group that falle even before that. 


Nevertheless, the VDW is modifying ite opinion iteelf: The percentage increase 

of relatively old machines does not always have to be a sign of decreasing pro- 
ductivity of the machines in use, because--due to technical advances--few newly 
acquired, highly productive machines can influence the productivity of all machines 
in the same group more strongly than is evident from the quantitative age structure. 
This is the real weak point in the investigation. The number of existing machines 
in the individual age groups actually saye little about which ones are used to 

what extent for production. As a consequence, the decisive question--the question 
of the productivity of the equipment--is not answered adequately. 


The VDW admits itself that a reliable evaluation with respect to the productivity 
of a group of machines requires a detailed qualitative investigation of the 
special performance criteria structures of individual kinds of machines, for 
instance, those equipped with numerical controle or equipment for handling work- 
pieces etc. 


In the machine tool industry, for instance, the share of those machine tools that 
were acquired betveen 1975 and 1979 is only 12 percent. None of the other 
industries included in this investigation show a percentage that is so small. With 
respect to machine tools equipped with numerical controls, however, the machine 
tool industry is in first place with 4.2 percent. In this respect there is no 
other industry that has a more up-to-date supply of machinery than does the machine 
tool industry, in spite of a low rate of investments. 


Otherwise, the significance of the percentage figures is small in :olumn 4 (share 
of NC machines). Since 62 percent of the NC machines were installed between 1975 
and 1979, a comparison with this age group would have been more appropriate. 


Obsolescence has progressed most in small enterprises with between 10 and 49 
employees. The proportion of machines that is up to 10 years old is still 30 per- 
cent. On the other hand, the next-larger group--enterprises with between 50 and 
99 employees--is duing best. 


The investigation supplies only a brief comparison with other countries. A report 
about the American machine tool industry was made in 1978, according to which the 
share of machines that were up to 10 years old had been reduced to 31 percent. 
Reports from Japan indicate that the proportion of machine tools less than 5 years 
old is declining continually. In December 1978 it was down to 15 percent, whereas 
in 1970 the percentage of machines that were 5 years old or less was 31 percent.

Cyprus Question 
With regard to the political problem, Mliridis said the following: 


",...There is no doubt that the Turkish intransigence is responsible for the 
continued deadlock. But the question occupying our side is: What have we done 
at the proper moment to bend this intransigence? What forces, facts, and oppor- 
tunities have we used to force the Turks into reconciliation? 


"MSY believes that to bend the Turkish intransigence we must promote our own 
formula for solving the Cyprus question on the basis of the Makarios-Denktash 
agreement, a formula which should also be supported by the western, eastern, and 
nonaligned countries. A careful study and examination of existing facts convince 
us that such a formula is possible. When the international climte is properly 
prepared and the proper diplomatic preparation on the basis of our formula is 
completed, then we shall appeal to the Security Council and ask that it make 
recommendations for the solution of the Cyprus problem. 


"To implement such a policy of promoting the Cyprus question with hopes for 
success it is necessary to have a strong goverrmment with authority here as well 
as abroad. It is for this reason that we have repeatedly asked and continue to 
ask Kyprianou to resign so that new elections may be held now."

7 The Cyprus Broadcasting ratd K/ made public yesterday a letter 
ts director general sent to the ti party leaders explaining the way RIK 
intends to cover the political ac*ivities of the parties until the day of the 
parliamentary elections. It aleo made public the guidelines given to its appro- 
priate editors concerning the coverage of such activities. The text of the letter 
to the party leaders is as follows: 


"Dear Sir: 


"RIK has decided the following as concerns /news coverage of/ the campaign until 
the day of the sarliamentary elections and submits same for your consideration: 


"1. As of Frida, 20 February, it will invite the political leaders or their 
representatives /‘o participate/ in the program 'Meet the Press.' (Editor's note: 
As is known, presentation of program started only 2 days because of the 


labor trouble in RIK.) The order to be followed as conce appearance of 
the parties is as foilows: Pan-Cyprian Restorative Front »_ Democratic 
SY/, Center Union, United Democratic Union of the Center » New Democratic 


/NEDIPA/, AKEL, and Democratic Party /DIKO7. The panel of journalists who 
will ask the questions on 'Meet the Press' will consist of three or four persons 
(the same number will be in force in all cases) to be selected by the publis 
or representatives of the newspapers (AGONAS » APOGEVMATINI > 
ELEVTHERI KYPROS /Free Oyprus/, ELEVTHEROTYPIA (Free Prese/, and KHARAVGI ; 
In each case the representative of the newspaper most friendly t the party whose 
leader will appear on the program will be excluded from the panel. 


"2. As concerns the campaign period, RIK will repeat the arrangements made during 











the 1976 parliamentary elections as the constitution and the laws provide. They are: 


“a. RIK will have interviews with the party leaders or their representative on 
their party policy on basic issues (the Cyprus question, economy, education, am so 
on). The questions as well as the time duration (up to 15 minutes) will be the 

same in all cases. The interviews will be for both the radio and TV and will be 


broadcast during the early period of the campaign. 


"b. Near the end of the campaign the leaders will be given radio and TV time 
(up to 15 minutes) for speeches to the people. The only restriction RIK will place 
is that these speeches be within the context of the law. 
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"“c. RIK will give radio and TV coverage of the speeches the leaders will deliver 
SF cities of Syprus including the speeches made to the residents of Famagusta 
Kyrenia. 


"d. The party leaders will give advance notice to RIK about five additional 
gatherings which they or party cadres will address so that RIK can cover then. 


“e. RIK will announce daily up to three gatherings by each party. The parties 
will inform RIK well in advance about these meetings. 


"f,. RIK will not accept any paid announcements. 
The Guidelines 
"The guidelines given to RIK news editors are as follows: 


"1, Until the campaign starts officially RIK will provide special time for the 
announcements and activities of the parties. The radio will broadcast them as a 
last local news item during the program ‘Echo of Events' at 1930 hours and the TV 
will telecast them at the start of ite ‘Local News' during its newscast at 2030 
hours. 


"2. The treatment of the news will be done 2 Lee ey as far as the 
time provided is concerned (up to 1 minute and 30 seconds). 


"3. In the time allowed /for broadcasts-telecasts/ speeches or statements by the 
party leaders or announcements by their political offices can be included. 


"4. The 'routine' announcements about gatherings, party organizational issues or 
other intraparty events are not included in the news bulletins. Excluded also 
are announcements whose content is basically ‘argumentation' (which is always 
difficult to present in a brief outline) and a framework for debates between 
parties. 


"S, /The newscasts/ include speeches or announcements explaining the positions of 
the parties on current problems or positions representing ‘opposition’ on important 
government decisions or positions on burning social or economic issues. 


"6, A speech by a political leader made in a city and repeated in another is used 
only in the first case ('Echo of BSvents'). 


"7, If a bulletin includes news about more than one party the order /of broad- 
casting such party news/ is es follows: DIKO, AKEL, NEDIPA, EDEK, Center Union, 
DISY, and PAME, 


"8, In the event a report concerning a party or partisan activity is of a nature 
which does not conform with the rules, the newscast director, or the chief editor 
discuss with the director general the manner with which such a report is to be 
handled. 
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"9, The mass mootings of parties in cities are telecast during the firet part of 
the newscast just as ie the case with Pan-Qyprian congresses and are telecast 
both in the billboard and the news summary. The same holds true for party founding 


congresses. 


"10, Speeches at memorial services or lectures given within Oyprus or abroad are 
covered news-wise unless they include such @ serious change in party position that 
makes it newswortiy. In such a case the procedure of paragraph 5 is followed,"

With the arrival of the dictatorship in Greece the 
military government was able to investigate EFEK's administrative council. 


c. In 1969 the newly established student front DRASIS ON7 succeeded in 
holding elections for an EFEK administrative council. It was the first "slap" 
against the dictatorship. 






d. In 1972 the dictatorship was forced to expel the edministrati of 
EFEK and of the Federation of National Student Unions of Oyprus because 
the Cypriot students had demanded the restoration of academic freedoms in the 
Greek universities and other institutions of learning. 


e. In July 197 a group of students succeeded in arriving in Cyprus after several 
hardships for the purpose of fighting against the Turks. It was then that some 
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leftigt Cypriot students broke into the EFEK offices in Athens and appointed their 
own /administreti couneil which, exploiting the union's authority, conducted 


fund campaigns ostensibly for the refugees of Oyprus. 


According to MEK's constitution--present conditions dictate ite revision--the 
union's basic objectives are the “uncompromised aspiration of the union /Thosi 
of Oyprus with mother Greece and the defense at all times of any issue 
the Oyprict students." 


The /Student7 Organizations 


1. DRASIS-KES, which 19 well disposed towards the Democratic Rally (isx7 (ot 
Kliridie/, represents the "senior" Cypriot student organisation. It was es shed 
in 1968 ot first as DRASIS, In 197) it merged with KES. As DRASIS-KES it attained 
the best success in all elections up until now and since 197), controls the EFEK 
eadministretive council, Following the split and the establishment of PEOF, DRASIS- 
nee by new memberse--to remain the best Oypriot student force 

in Athens. 








2. PROF, which leans toward DISY, is the youngest Oyprict student organization. 

It was founded in August 197) by a group of students who had left DRASIS-KES 

during @ period considered "dead" for the Cypriot student movement. Even though 

ite real electoral power is unknown--no elections were held in 1976 and 1979 

while the results of the 1960 student elections were "deceptive" since only 50 
percent of the students voted--it nevertheless faces this year's election with 
optimism. All signs, however, show that PBOF will finally cocperate with DRASIS-KES, 


3. The Democratic Movement of Qypriot sana "which favore the 
United Democratic Union of the Center fou? ft dis) was established in 
February 1979. It has shown great progress in recent years and today is the second 
strongest student organisation. DKKE too like other Cypriot student organizations 
has as its basic objective the solution of the student problems and the liberation 
of Oyprus from the Turks. Its advantages are: its good organisational structure, 
the moral and material support it receives from EDEK and the effective activities 
of ite members. Its disadvantages: its irrational decision to establish in 1980 
a “counter-organization" (an illegal SFPEK, that is), an action which contributed 
to the split in the Cypriot student movement. It will not participate in this

4. The PROODEVTIKI gressi which favors the communist party AKEL. During 
the 1977 elections it came f » It is a stable but stagnant organization. Its 
basic objectives are the liberation of the martyred island from the Turkish 
conquerors and the solution of the serious student problems. Its advantages: 

the moral and material support it receives from AKEL, ite good organizational 
status, the efficiency of its members and its clash with DKKF when the latter 
established the "counter-organisation," the illegal SFEK, that is. Its disadvan- 
tages: the extreme fanaticism of ite members against all opponent student organiza- 
tions. 


S. The Anagennisis val/ which favors the Democratic Party /of Kyprianou/ 
appeared in the Cypriot student movement in 1977.

Editorial On Incident

[fext7 Last Saturday in Paphos, democracy and the freedom of expression, beliefs, 
and opinion were trampled upon rudely and savagely struck. The political morals 
of this country were beaten and thrown out of kilter, above all, because the 
provocation was not casual. The moment chosen to perpetrate the hooliganism was 
not casual @ither. The pistol the KYP sargeant drew and aimed was not aimed only 
at the crowds gathered in Kennedy Square to hear the president of the Democratic 
Rally /DISY/7. It was aimed against the democratic process and against the ballot 
box, the ballot box which is supposed to bring about the change and the salvation 
of this country from the disastrous errors and sufferings of the terrible past. 
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The Paphos incident is not and cannot be diamissed as an insignificant event. 
Kepecially one cannot minimise or underestimate the importance of this incident 
for our political affairs. The DISY chairman denounced in a telegram to the 
mindeter of the interior that "the incident was well organised and planned with 
the participation of at least five other police organs." The Kliridis denunciation 
ie shocking for four reasons: 


First: The organs of the state, supposedly in the service of democracy and the 
protection of the institutions, the democratic regime, and of the citisens, 
conspired or were ordered--by whom?--to cause an incident in a political gathering 
and to strike a blow to democracy. 





Second: Organs of the state, supposedly entrus... with the suppression of violence 
and lawlessness, planned or were entrusted--by whom?--to use violence to scere or 
terrorize the followers of the opposition party. 


Third: Organs of the state, supposedly required to stay away from political or 
partisan activities, planned or were even ready to use weapons against the 
followers of an opposition party to serve, of course, partisan interests. 


Fourth: Organs of the state, supposedly entrusted under oath to protect the 
democratic processes, planned or were ready to impose by force a monologue, silence, 
and suppression.

BERLIN FDP FOR CONTINUED COALITION WITH SPD

[Text] Berlin 19 March-~During the elections in March 1979 the Berlin FDP received 
8.1 percent of the votes, but, last but not least, because of the shift to the left 
that has occurred in the meantime, there is the danger that it may not be able to 

cross the 5-percent hurdle during the upcoming elections for the House of Deputies 
on 10 May. If it should survive in Parliament, it wants to continue the coalition 
with the SPD. During a Land party rally, the majority of the delegates voted for 

the continuation of the social-liberal coalition in Berlin under the leadership of 
the governing Mayor Vogel (SPD) and Brunner (FDP), mayor and senator for economics. 


The party rally resolution contains sentences that can only be looked upon as lip 
service. They pertain to the idea that the coalition can only be renewed if there 
is a guarantee that the liberal items on the program would be realized and if the 
FDP would be willing to go the way of parliamentary opposition; they also pertain 
to the statement that, in principle, all parties could form a coalition with one 
another. The fact that the FDP feels that a coalition with the Berlin CDU is 
practically out of the question became evident when only a narrow majority agreed 
to oppose the deletion from the resolution of the passage that states that in prin- 
ciple all parties could form a coalition with one another, 


FRG Minister of Foreign Affairs Genscher, the federal chairman of the FPD, Brunner, 
the leading FDP candidate in Berlin, and Kunze, the new Land chairman, indicated 
that the unequivocal goal of the FDP election campaign was to assuce the cont inuat ion 
of the SPD/FDP coalition, Genscher urged his party friends not to leave Berlin 

to the CDU or the SPD and also not to the Alternatives. Every vote for the FDP is 
a vote “against the black-red coalition.” Brunner, the leading FDP candidate, is a 
guarantor that liberal policies could be pursued. Brunner himself expressed the 
opinion that the governing Mayor Vogel needs the FDP to implement a convincing 
policy in view of the “crusty SPD." Land Chairman Kunze, who represents the left 
wing of the party, emphatically rejected the idea of a possible coalition between 
the FDP and the CDU: As far as the FDP is concerned, the CDU is not an alternative 
for the continuation of the social-liberal coalition. The FDP favors the cont inu- 
ation of the Vogel/Brunner Senat “without qualifications and unconditionally." 











The Land party rally advocated a “peaceful and democratic solution to the conflict 
surrounding the occupation of houses." The delegates rejected the demand by the 
young democrats for an amne -y covering all those who had been arrested in connection 
with the occupation of houses, Senator of Justice Meyer and Land Chairman Kunze had 
already expressed their opposition to an amnesty at this time, 


Nevertheless, the final version of the adopted text of the FDP election platform 
contains the statement that squatting was "understandable" in view of the miserable 
housing conditions in Berlin for which the Senat was responsible, The FDP was 
advocating restraint to make sure that the desired political solution would not 

be jeopardized by the activities of the police and the public prosecutor's office. 
Genscher had already stated his conviction that the sensible policy of the Senat 
would find the right way. Confrontation would only create new problems. Nevertheless, 
in spite of the necessary prudence and attention tothe principles of relativity as 
far as the means are concerned, the constitutional state must not relinquish its 
substance. Genscher emphatically opposed the demand for more stringent laws. Legal 
norms “cannot be manipulated arbitrarily depending on economic factors."

PROBLEMS OF FDP IN BERLIN CAMPAIGN, FOREIGN POLICY

Berlin--Frankfurt Setback Finds Federal Party in a Difficult Situation"] 


[Text] Bonn, 24 March--After the recent FDP setback in Frankfurt, the party 
leadership in Bonn is looking with increasing concern toward Berlin. It is 
afraid that the FDP might go under there in May because of the Vogel-Weizsaecker 
polarization, since middle-class voters no longer find the Kunze regional party 
attractive (especially after its “coalition declaration" in favor of the Social 
Democrats, , whereas malcontent Social Democratic voters, in contrast with the 
situation in Bonn, are not confirming their support for the head of government 
via the coalition partner but possibly intend to vote for Vogel direct despite 
the trouble the Berlin SPD is in. The FDP leadership in Bonn envisages two 
possibilities in Berlin, both of which are somber and are bound to boomerang on 
Berlin. One is the disappearance from the Chamber of Deputies and thus the loss 
of direct political effectiveness to the benefit of the Alternative List; the 
other consists in the tensile test within a Berlin FDP which, while just barely 
having been able to hold on to parliamentary representation, witnesses a situa- 
tion in which the SPD and FDP have failed to come up with a joint absolute 
majority and no longer can form a Senat, whereas the CDU could govern only to- 
gether with tte FDP or, as the Bonn FDP fears, with the SPD. 


Genscher a Stabilizing Factor 


Many an FDP politician in Bonn in such a case expects a grueling struggle between 
wings in the Berlin FDP--between those advocating a coalition with the CDU and 

the leftwing party majority, which at the Land party congress, over and above the 
declaration of intention of the “coalition declaration," had still tried to put 
over a proposal intended to rule out completely any cooperation with the CDU, 
whatever the circumstances. This proposal was rejected only barely. At a time 
when party Chairman Genscher has his hands full only just preventing the Bonn 
coalition from drifting into Eppler waters and is busy insuring a credible con- 
tinuity of government policy, the Bonn leadership is buoyed little by the prospect 
of a Kunze ship drifting along without being able to maneuver on its left. 


A number of FDP politicians are bothered even by an apparently successful stabil- 
izing assistance by Genscher rendered to an SPD engaged in controversv, such as his 





explanation of the alliance and security policy before the SPD in the Bundestag, 
This discomfiture is all the greater the more praise the foreign minister is 
receiving from the SPD. He did receive a lot of that, but in addition to satis- 
faction at this there is noticeable FDP concern at the fact that Social Democratic 
opponents of Federal Chancellor Schmidt, by extolling Genscher as a shining example 
compared with Schmidt, were trying to provoke Schmidt and to place his strength 

of leadership in doubt with their wrecking action, Social Democrats, while having 
nothing in mind concerning Genscher's policies, might be using the FDP chairman 
to hit the chancellor by praising the former, Thus, many a Free Democrat appears 
to suspect, Genscher's stabilization assistance might be turned into destabiliza- 
tion assistance as far as the coalition is concerned, 





Genscher is following two objectives with his clear corroboration of the security 
policy by not permitting any doubt in Bonn's adherence to NATO's dual decision 

and rejecting Brezhnev's moratorium, One is foreign political--concern about 
isolation of the FRG in light of Britain, France and Italy cultivating the 
impression that their support of Washington is closer than that of the Germans, 
who have become unreliable. The other is the domestic political attempt to keep 
the coalition partners together in order that the SPD, and thus the coalition with 
the FDP, may remain capable of governing. If the SPD declines, the FDP too, un- 
less it changes horses, will be pulled into the maelstrom, and this it wants to 
avoid as Long as possible. Desirous of removing any causes for this to happen, 
Genscher is helping the chancellor in the latter's party. Genscher's tactics 

are also based on the conviction that the catchup armament decision has become a 
question of political existence for NATO because it will be demonstrated here 
whether the alliance can still act and implement decisions. If this proof is des- 
troyed, Genscher cannot see anything stopping the erosion of the alliance any 
longer. At the same time Genscher sees himself as che most important foreign 
minister in the European segment of the Western alliance because, since doubts in 
the SPD are increasing all round, an effective Bonn signal in the implementation of 
the NATO decision, in the eyes of the small partners and also of Washington, de- 
pends on him all the more. Thus the weakness of the SPD and its consequences have 
increased the importance of Genscher--whereas in a coalition with the CDU his 
weight would soon decrease. As far as Genscher is concerned, a stabilization of 
the SPD is desirable only to the extent that the SPD is useful as a coalition part- 
ner while he at the same time looks good in comparison with it. In his party he 
is trying to enlist support for the fact that, as far as foreign policy is con- 
cerned, the small FDP has become the most important coalition party in the 

Western alliance. 


Yet Genscher cannot be sure that the FDP will behave accordingly. True, the FDP 
is not being shaken by a crisis as is the case with its bigger partner. When the 
FDP Executive had to pass on Genscher's report after his trip to the United States, 
and thus on the basic security policy line, only the ar-tent Borm dissented, 

with the argument that the West had not exhausted al” yilities of negotiation 
with the Soviet Union and did not wish to either. Wh . © » Young Democrats are 
using Borm as their shield in their campaign against catc. » armament, former 
Young Democrat Chairman Straesser abstained in the executive, incurring Genscher's 
reprimand, the latter saying that it was not possible to advocate views outside 
that were different from those adopted by the FDP. Together with members of a 
wide spectrum comprising the communist environment, the DFU [German Peace Union], 
the VVWN [Association of Persecutees of the Nazi Regime], the DKP and the Greens, 
Straesser had taken a stand against NATO catchup armament and for Brezhnev's 
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moratorium in the Krefeld appeal. As far as security policy is concerned, 
Genscher on the executive and in the FDP in the Bundestag, is opposed almost 
exclusively by outsiders. 


American Tones _ 
At the FDP congress in Cologne in May, the battle lines might be drawn differently. 
Borm has announced that he wants to bring up the subject of security policy. The 
federal executive is now drafting a proposal of its own of a party declaration on 
security policy and wants to take the offensive with it. It is also still 
possible that at a Lower FDP level, at a Land party congress, a proposal will be 
made in line with the thinking of the executive and that this proposal will then 
be submitted to the federal party congress, making the executive's draft unneces- 
sary. Counter proposals by the leftwing are expected. In order that the party 
congress may endorse Genscher's foreign policy line, it is intended for the 
declaration being worked on in Bonn to have Freiburg features--Genscher having 
twined garlands of detente at the election party congress in Freiburg last year. 
Secretary General Verheugen would like to twine such this time as well, not only 

to intercept leftwing opposition but because he would like the FDP to continue to 
advocate detente. 


There is also some indication of disgruntlement among the FDP in the Bundestag 
about "shrill American tones." The question being connected with this is whether 
Foreign Minister Genscher is not “too optimistic" in his assessment of the U.S. 
desire to negotiate. There are the beginnings here of cautious criticism of 
Genscher. In the view of a number of deputies, Genscher should make it clear to 
the U.S. government that Washington's new human richts policy is having a damaging 
effect on the credibility of U.S. readiness to negotiate. The FDP's foreign 
policy spokesman in the Bundestag, federal executive member Schaefer, before the 
executive and to the party in the Bundestag, in making reports about his Central 
American trip, expressed concern lest the catchup armament decision be difficult 
to implement psychologically because of Washington's attitude toward human rights 
in El Salvador, Spain and Argentina. In the Third World, Schaefer thinks, "we 
wiil fall into a spin" if Washington brings up the East-West conflict there 
"“simplistically." 


Genscher used to cultivate Third World policy as his favorite child. Now this may 
become more complicated for him. He knows that some FDP Bundestag deputies are 
watching with suspicion to see whether perhaps under changed overall conditions he 
is becoming so subdued that some of his past supporters who persist in their stand 
might interpret it as his opportunistically pulling in his head. If Washington 
does not behave the way these FDP politicians hope it will and as Genscher, 
affirming the U.S. desire to negotiate, asserts it will, frictions in the FDP in 
the Bundestag, and more so in the party at large, are to be expected. Then Genscher 
would also be faced with a flaring-up security policy debate in his party, which 
under pressure of Green and Alternative successes must deal with nuclear power and 
protection of the environment, seeing there conflicts enough simmering below the 
surface. But so far Genscher can look at his party comparatively relaxed in this 


regard--as a strong foreign minister with a party moving on the fringe of neg. tive 
developments endangering its existence.

SEW SEEKS TO WOO ALTERNATIVE PARTY IN BERLIN

[Text] Berlin, 19 March--DPA--Wednesday evening, the three small parties in Berlin 
gathered in the traditional "Neue Welt" in Kreuzberg, the working-class district, 
to mobilize their relatively small group of supporters for the new elections on 10 
May. While--incidentally--Genscher was delivering a warlike speech in the large 
hall during the FDP Land party rally to encourage his Berlin party friends a kind 
of an "historic meeting” took place between two “hostile brothers" in the room next 
door which was hopelessly overcrowded and eventually even locked. The communist 
"Socialist Unity Party of West Berlin (SEW) met with its archenemy, the Alternative 
List (AL), which--after all--was responsible for the fact that during the most recent 
elections in Berlin the number of votes for the SEW was cut in half to 1.1 percent, 
the worst election result since the war. The “hedgehogs"--the heraldic animal of 
the Alternatives--however, easily captured 3.7 percent. 





For one thing, the past was brought up at the very beginning. AL representatives, 
among them former SEW members, accused the SEW of voting against licensing the AL 
as a party at the earlier Land election committee meeting. Inge Kopp, deputy SEW 
chairperson, commented in a conciliatory voice: "It is possible that we would 
decide differently today." But this time the AL does not have to fight for it any 
more; on the contrary, the only question on 10 May will be whether the wave created 
by the squatters wili give the Alternatives 5 or more percent and put them into 
Schoenberg's city hall. 


SEW representatives were in the majority, presumably because they were well organized, 
as always, and because they were on time and had already occupied the tables when 

the Alternatives arrived who could only find room here and there. Rhetorically they 
even controlled the agenda. The evening proceeded according to the SEW program. 

Their comrades were self-confident and warlike. The Alternatives did not like 

that at all; they felt that it was much too euphoric and too far removed from 

reality. "You have to ask youselves why the SEW is isolating itself more and more. 
All you will get this time is again no more than 1 percent. Whoever in this room 

is of the opinion that you will get 5 percent, let him stand up." Nobody got up. 
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The SEW representatives attacked the Alternatives again and again, accusing them of 
failing to offer clear political concepts. “One does not know at all what kind of 
a program one ie voting for when voting for you,” one of them said, The SEW, on 
the other hand, is a “party that ie firmly joined together and acting in accordance 
with uniform political concepts," which represent the intereste of the workers. 
Nevertheless, it is also looking for "ways to begin working together" with the 
Alternatives, The AL representatives countered; "Either I will give my test imony 
on 10 May and vote for the SEW or I will conduct myself politically and support an 
organization which represents various left-wing positions,” where the executive 
committee “does not constantly dictate in detail what ie to be done." After all, 
many SEW members had left the party, “because they needed room to breathe and 
discovered that we have democratic discussions." 


To be sure, the AL representatives admitted that the activities of their supporters 
left something to be desired, On the other hand, the SEW will be able to count on 

a tough, involved group of coworkers that is especially active in plants and labor 
unions, It was pointed out that ite election platform contained programe for the 
soctal problems of the city that would sound convincing to many leftists. The reason 
why the SEW is not attracting more people in spite of it is probably ite inflexible 
ideological tie to the “big brother" in East Berlin and Moscow, 


And although the SEW supported the demand for amnesty for those who had been 
arrested for participation in the riots by squatters, it is still meeting with dis- 
trust on the part of many young people. Last but not least, the SEW was also 
reminded of a recent article in the SED central organ NEVES DEUTSCHLAND, where 
“alternative life styles" in the West were criticized and labeled as “aiding the 
bourgeoisie.” The Thurdsay issue of the BERLINER ZEITUNG of the GDR also consis- 
tently suppressed in its report about the SEW rally the fact that the primary con- 
cern was a discussion about the alternate ideology.

BERLINERS POLLED ON ELECTION, OTHER ISSUES 
Hamburg DER SPLEGEL in German 30 Mar 81 pp 34-50 


[Report on SPIEGEL poll about the political situation in Berlin at the start 
of the election campaign: "There Is a Threat of a Stalemate on 10 May") 


{Text) If Berliners vote on 10 May the way they would have voted in mid-March, 
Governing Mayor Hans-Jochen Vogel will lose his majority in the Berlin 
parliament, and his opponent, Richard von Weizeaecker, will not gain one. 





Pollsters of the Bmnid Institute of Bielefeld in mid-March asked a repre- 
sentative cross section of the Berlin population the following so-called 
Sunday question: "For which party would you vote if the elections to the 
Berlin Land parliament, the Chamber of Deputies, were held as early as 
next Sunday?" 


The result: A total of 46 percent for the CDU, 43 percent for the SPD 
and FDP and 8 percent for the Alternative List (AL), which has a green 
hedgehog as its election emblem. 


On behalf of DER SPIEGEL, Emnid asked a total of 58 questions. It is the 
only comprehensive analysis of the political situation in Berlin in the 
crisis and election year of 1981 which has been made public so far. (See 
charts) 


End of January the Allensbach Institute for Demoscopy in conducting a 
lightning poll on behalf of STERN, limited itself to half a dozen questions, 
and the results of larger voter analyses conducted on behalf of the Berlin 
Senat and the CDU in the past few weeks have been kept secret by them. 


The Banid questions dealt with the Berliners’ attitude toward the parties 
and the leading candidates, toward past corruption scandals and toward 
future coalition possibilities. 


A number of other questions had already been asked in polls in the Federal 
Republic, permitting comparisons between the views of FRG and Berlin 
citizens. It turned out, for example, that Berliners, though being less 
involved politically according to Emnid, are better informed about the 
tough foreign political line of new U.S. President Reagan and more often 
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advocate that Bonn adjuet to that line rather than dissociate iteelf from 
it, Apparently a pro-U.S,. and anti-Soviet attitude continues to be more 
pronounced in the former frontline city than between Rhine and Elbe, 


The greatest number of questions in the SPIEGEL poll deal with the most 
burning problem of the city state--squatting. 


A tew weeks earlier, the Wahlen Research Group of Mannheim | ad asked two 
key questions in the Federal Republic, and on thie subject too differences 
of opinion became apparent. 


Among FRG citizens 36 percent think building owners have the right to let 
apartments stand vacant, while in Berlin only 17 percent hold that view. 
Conversely, in line with this, 63 percent of FRG citizens but 82 percent 
of Berliners think that the authorities should be “able to distribute 
vacant apartments also against the will of the owners." 


Approximately equal majorities (60 and 56 percent), on the other hand, are 
against "squatting by mostly young people seeking accommodations." 


With several questions Emnid in addition tried to find out what Berliners 
thought of measures against squatters. 


In reply to a question about the behavior of the police, 22 percent stated 
that they were proceeding "too harshly," 38 percent thought they were acting 
"just right" and 38 percent thought they were acting "with too great reserve." 


Popular opinion was revealed even more clearly when faced with a choice of 
two views about “the best stand the state should take." 


Only a minority of 37 percent chose the tough answer, "Squatting is illegal 
and must definitely be combated without distinction." 


A majority of 60 percent, in turn, advocated a more flexible position, 
namely, "While squatting is against the law, equally strong action in 
every case would provoke riots and violence." 


At the start of the election campaign, confidence in victory is jqually 
strong on both sides. This became apparent when Emnid requested a forecast 
about “who will be governing mayor after the elections." Among CDU voters 
84 percent think it will be Weizsaecker, while 84 percent of SPD voters and 
85 percent FDP voters think Vogel will be the future head of government. 


Participants in the Emnid poll were asked to make another two forecasts: 
Would the FDP and the AL manage the 5-percent hurdle and get seats in 
parl lament? 

A majority thought that the blue-yellow Liberals would achieve this goal and 
that the green AL would not, 
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The tables of the SPLEGEL poll show, however, that it may happen the other 
way round, As will be shown in a second SPIEGEL report, the AL ise unlikely 
to have any trouble keeping approximately ite current share of the vote, 
Wiereas the Berlin FDP has reason to fear that 10 May will be a black day 
for it, 


There is a limit to the usefulness of polls in predicting the election 
chances of small parties, and in several cases standard institutes have 
failed in the attempt. Errore can e particularly great whenever, as is 
customary in regional polls, only 500 men and women are polled, In the 
Berlin poll of the Allensbach Institute in January on behalf of STERN, 
for instance, data concerning FDP voters were based on a mere 40 persons 
polled, 


Emnid in the SPIEGEL poll increased the number of FDP and AL voters by 
100 each in order to be able to come up with more reliable data than usual 
about these two emall parties. 


In Berlin the FDP is a party with a sparse contingent of regular voters. 
Among its current supporters, 68 percent stated that they "dil ewitch 
sometimes" between parties, while only 22 percent said that they always voted 
FDP. In the case of the CDU and the SPD, on the other hand, loyal voters 

are in the majority (53 and 62 percent). 


The more the election camp develops into a duel between the two leading 
candidates, Vogel and Weizsaecker, in the coming weeks, the greater will 
be the danger of Berliners losing sight of the FDP. The chances of the 
smaller government party countering this trend and drawing attention to 
themselves are quite small. The FDP has become a party of the nameless in 
Berlin. 


While 71 percent of those polled were able to pick Wolfgang Lueder from 
among six FDP politicians as the man who was FDP chairman “until recently,” 
only 18 percent knew that Juergen Kunze is the new chairman. 


If all parties receive approximately the same percentage of the vote as at 
the mid-March Emnid poll, a political stalemate in the parliament will result 
in 9 new crisis which would iead to a further decrease in confidence, for 

any attempt that would then be made to achieve a government majority after 
all would mean acting against the stated will of the Berlin electorate. 


Only 7 percent of Berlin would “like best" a grand coalition between the SPD 
and the CDU. In light of the polarization of the two camps already apparent 
at the start of the election campaign, it would be a downright unnatural 
comb ination. 


The average SPD voter finds even the AL to be more to his liking than the CDU. 
And in most questions put by Emnid it turned out that the majority of CDU 
voters held views different from those of the majority of SPD voters. Such 

a pervasive contrast is rare in political polls. Here are examples as regards 
squatting:

~Squatting by persons in search of accommodations ise approved by 55 percent 
of SPD supporters but disapproved by 82 percent of CDU supporters. 


Among SPD voters 53 percent think that the police are behaving "just right," 
while 64 percent of CDU voters say that they are exercising “too great 
reserve," 


~-Among CDU voters 62 percent think squatting must “definitely” be combated, 


whereas 81 percent of SPD voters say that this would unnecessarily provoke 
violence, 


By changing partners and forming a government coalition with the CDU, the 
Berlin FDP would run the risk of political demise. This became clear when 
Emnid described a etalemate situation for FDP voters and asked about the 
consequences of it. Even in such a case, 70 percent of FDP voters reject, 
and only 22 percent of them approve, a coalition with the CDU, 


In fact, by Berlin standards, the proportion of more than one-fifth of FDP 
supporters who would put up with a shotgun wedding with the Christian 
Democrats is high, for the Emnid poll shows that, as far as the structure 
of the electorate is concerned, the SPD and FDP are much closer related in 


Berlin than in the Federal Republic. They almost look like political twins. 
Here are some examples: 


-=-In judging the work of the Vogel Senat, SPD and FDP voters come up with 
almost the same average values (3.2 and 3.4). 


-~-Asked to indicate their opinions on a scale ranging from | (‘extreme left") 
to 10 ("extreme right"), 17 percent each of SPD and FDP voters selected the 
extreme left values, and the average values differed only as far as decimals 
were concerned, 


~-Indicating their attitude toward the CDU on a scale of support ranging 
from -5 to +5, both SPD voters and FDP votere came up with a median value 
of -1.7. 


--A total of 69 percent of SPD voters and 66 percent of FDP voters favor 
dissociation from the tough foreign political course of U.S. President Reagan. 


Further, any attempt by the current city hall parties to make an accommoda- 
tion with the AL presumably would not merely founder on the contrariness of 
the hedgehog party but would be a shock for the party membership. The 
negative attitude toward the green AL is one of the few points on which 
majorities of the CDU, SPD and FDP are in agreement. 


Some results of the Emnid poll indicate that in the election campaign weeks 
the tide may yet turn in favor of the government coalition. This depends 
exclusively on whether the man at the top, Vogel, will continue to be able 
to attract voters. Neither other politicians nor anv kind of issues will 
be able to make a real contribution to the attainment of this aim. 





Vogel's senators and Weizgsaecker's opposing players are much too unknown to 
be able to change the political scene. When Bmnid gave the names of cight 
politicians--four senators and four CDU leadera--and asked people to 

gay whether they belonged to the Senat or to the opposing team, most were 
unable to cope with that task, Thus W percent of those polled thought 
that Hanna-Renate Laurien, who has been North Rhine-Weatphalia minister of 
culture, education and church affaires since way back as 1976, was an SPD or 
FDP Berlin senator, another 25 percent had no answer at all, and only 

45 percent recognized her as an intimate Weizsaecker supporter. 





When the pollsters read out a number of taske and asked in each case whether 
they could be solved “better by the CDU" or “better by the SPD," neither of 
the big parties received the nod frequently enough in the case of any popular 
task to permit the conclusion that euch a task might turn into a promising 
election campaign issue. 


Vogel's assuming power triggered a positive trend for the SPD, With all 
due skepticism, this is also shown by a comparison of the poll results, 
with the SPD share having risen from 28 percent in January via 33 percent 
in February to 36 percent in March. 


Further, the mood in support of the government is more favorable than that 
in support of the opposition, with more Berliners expecting a victory by 
Vogel than a victory by Weizsaecker (50 percent and 45 percent, respectively). 


And it is conceivable that, as in many FRG elections, the so-called incumbent's 
bonus will pay off, which consists in the benefit derived by the head of 
government from the inclination of many Germans to shy away from a change 

in case of doubt. 


In measuring the degree of support, Vogel is already being given a better 
score than Weizsaecker. And in direct elections 51 percent would vote for 
the SPD candidate and only 43 percent for the CDU candidate. 


[t would be rash, however, in the light of such plus points to regard it as 
certain or even probable that Vogel will come out victorious in the Berlin 
duel. 


The new start associated with the person of Vogel is also heavily mortgaged 
by the memory of many voters of all too many years of SPD patronage rule. 


Most Berliners still do not believe that SPD politicians "primarily think 
of what is gocd for Berlin.” Rather, two-thirds are convinced that they 
“primarily think of obtaining posts." 


To win, Vogel would have to turn support for his person into votes for his 
party. 


This probably has not been as difficult anywhere or at any time for an SPD 
candidate as it is in Berlin in 1981.

BERLIN'S SENATOR OF INTERIOR ON SQUATTERS 
Hamburg DER SPIEGEL in German 23 Mar 81 pp 44-41 


(Interview with Berlin Senator of Interior Frank Dahrendorf by Azel Jeschke and 
Wolfgang Bayer of DER SPIEGEL about squatting: "“‘Are We To Guard 800 Buildings?'") 


[Text] SPIEGEL: Senator, you have become a kind of state symbol of dealing with 
squatters in a moderate, tolerant, liberal manner. The Berlin wodel contrasts with 
the bellicose procedure in Bavaria. Recently, however, you yourself have said that 
"in the long run" the state “cannot afford to watch the spectacle" of the squatters. 
What does “in the long run" mean? 


Dahre dorf: We think the crucial question is this: What were the political motives 
and deliberations that led to squatting in the first place? Can we afford to forget 
them when it comes to using police against squatters? Our policy is to react poli- 
tically to the political concern but to draw a line at the same time. Crimes com- 
mitted from occupied buildings are not accepted by us. Nor are riots, There we 
react clearly and consistently. 


SPIEGEL: How long will you be able to keep up such differentiation? 


Dahrendorf: We face difficulties on two sides, There are citizens who get mad 
just hearing of squatting. Their impatience grows when headlines tell them abou: 
crimes and riots. And we have to deal with hundreds, thousands of predominantly 
young people who are extremely skeptical toward us, vis-a-vis whom we have lost 
credibility. We cannot eliminate in weeks or months a distrust that has grown for 
many years. But is there an alternative? 


PLEGEL: If not, why not? 


Dahrendorf: It is appropriate to say that in urban renewal we thought in terms of 
building volume, not about people. But basically that too is no more than one 
point. What is at stake is that many young people think that value concepts 
geared ge to consumption and to gett ing ahead are no bonger acceptable, 

2>r them inhuman. The: ‘ se questions concern etarvation itr 
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SPIEGEL: But your dilemma is that arguments have turned into rocks. 











Dahrendorf: Yes. And yet, let us look at figures: Here in Berlin 48 crimes were 
committed from occupied buildinge in January, only 20 in February, and not a single 
one by mid-March, Moreover, we have observed recently that if there was a prospect 
of things degenerating into riote, many politically motivated persons from the 
squatter scene did not participate in the demonstration, 


SPIEGEL: And yet, according to what you have told the police recently, “the legal 
consciousness and understanding of democracy of all of us" is already "subject to a 
burden" which "borders on the intolerable," 


Dahrendorf: Squatting is illegal. Therefore, first, my legal consciousness is 
burdened with the question: Shall the building be cleared, or shall it not? And, 
secondly, the question is under what prerequisites crimes going far back can be 
prosecuted without endangering peace. Our legal consciousness would be overtaxed 
if over the medium term no solutions were in sight leading back to the normal 
situation in which persons pay rent for living in a building. 


SPIEGEL: You are unwilling to jeopardize “law and order and the peace of the com- 
munity” by “either underreacting or overreacting." In walking this tightrope, you 
are guided by the squatters’ “political-moral motivation.” What does it consist in? 


Dahrendorf: First of all, the fact that someone takes a moral stand surely does not 
mean thet I share it. But I can follow up a beginning. I think that when we 

have here in Berlin 800 buildings that stand wholly or partly vacant, while at the 
came time, there is a need for housing, often a housing shortage, and many young 
people, including young families, cannot find housing, then no one will be able to 
understand this, particularly not if probably three-quarters of the vacant buildings 
belong to city-owned companies. 


SPIEGEL: A kind of supralegal emergency apparently justifying a breach of the law? 


Dahrendorf: Yes. When someone puts his finger on such a sore point, his motivation 
must be viewed differently from that of just any kind of offender. 


SPIEGEL: CDU Baden-—Wuerttemberg Minister-President Lothar Spaeth calls this practice 
acknowledgment of “the law of the strongest," saying, "Whoever squats gets housing, 
whoever doesn't is out of luck." 


Dahrendorf: To make it easier for Mr Spaeth to second-guess our actions, I would 
first of all face him with the statements by his party colleague von Weizsaecker 
who has reduced the question of reaction to the brief formula that it makes no sense 
to clear a building if there are two buildings vacant next to it. 


Our problem is 800 vacant buildings. Are the police to clear one? And then what? 
Are they then to guard it? Are they to guard all 800? These surely are quite 
practical questions. 


SPEIGEL: Schleswig-Holstein Minister-President Gerhard Stoltenberg too, likewise 
a Christian Democrat, warns against the "ruin of legal consciousness," Parking 
violators had already sent their tickets back to the authorities because they could 
not see why squatters were getting off unscathed. Is it not possible for the 
principle of equa! treatment actually to suffer if breaking and entering is treated 
as a petty offense? 
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Dahrendorf; It is not, and yet I definitely acknowledge the merit of the argument, 
As for the parking violators, our democratic constitutional estate rests fundamentally 
on the consensus principle--that te, onthewill of the great majority of citizens to 
observe the rules of the constitutional estate, Any constitutional state can be 
paralyzed immediately if a majority of citizens decides no longer to observe the 
rules, If tomorrow morning half the citizens start driving on the left rather than 
on the right, we will have utter chaos on the road, 


At the moment the squatters no longer respect some of our rules, some of our rules 
of coexistence, But why should this cause other citizens, who see themselves 
entirely within the constitution of our state, in turnto cease respecting the rules 
and to consider them no longer applicable to themselves? 


SPIEGEL: Because there probably is also a consensus on this: What goers for one 
should also go for the other, 


Dahrendorf: That is not the point, however, Rather, the crucial question is how 
to win back those who are standing aloof at present, Am I to try it with a firm 
hand but one that is basically calm, clearly and gradually, or am I to try it with 
rubber bullets? And there precisely also Mr Stoltenberg showed at Brokdorf the 
only way one can react to mass rejection of fundamental principles--flexibly but 
with the objective firmly in view. 


SPIEGEL: Even in the SPD-FDP camp there is only partial assent to this strategy. 
While SPD chief W.iily Brandt praises the Berlin line, saying that it "differs 
pleasantly from the irresponsible hysteria of Strauss and Tandler statements," 

some comrades are voicing criticism, and your FDP counterpart in Hesse, Minister 

of the Interior Ekkehard Gries, thinks that "the legal order is beginning to slide," 


Dahrendorf: I think it is possible that my counterpart Gries simply was not informed 
concerning a few facts. Unfortunately that is one of our main problems--incidentally 
in part also in our own party. Another reason for this, to be sure, is that for 
purely technical reasons detailed descriptions cannot appear in every newspaper, 

and possibly not everyone wants to print such. 


SPLEGEL: Do you then concur in the assessment of your comrade, Hamburg First 
Mayor Hans-Ulrich Klose, that young people have got the wrong impression that now 
nothing but demonstrations and provocations can help them achieve anything poli- 
tically any longer? 


Dahrendort; Well, that isthe opinion not only of many young people but of many an 
older person, And one certainly cannot say that the parties are not at fault there, 
for sometimes (and I cannot except the SPD here by any means) they concentrated on 
various internal party discussions to such an extent as to occasionally ignore the 
true concerns and needs of the citizens and the world around them, Quite a few ¢ ime: 
it took spectacular forms of demonstrations to awaken us.

wairendorit: Yes, in this case this evidently created a new consciousness amon 
politicians regarding renewal and urban planning policy. 
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SPIEGEL: Did they not give tn only because they were worried about "conflicts," 
about an “explosion,” about "total confrontation?" Hae the state become subject 
to blackmail? 


Dahrendorf; Definitely not, It cannot be ruled out by any means that we will get 
into a situation in which, following reactions by the state, we will have to put up 
with confrontat lone and riote for weeks. but our entire policy is directed toward 
avoiding thie situation, We do, however, react against crimes and riots with 
police action in order aco to make it clear to those politically motivated that 

if they participated solutions without resort to force would become impossible. 


SPLEGEL: So what has your balancing act achieved? As before, windowpanes are 
being smashed, buildings continue to be occupied, and the desired dialog with 

councils of squatters and persons affected either has been conducted in utter 

secrecy or has not been conducted at all. 


Dahrendoif: I have already mentioned that crimes have decreased in Berlin. And as 
regards the dialog, it certainly is not taking place on the marketplace, The 
squatters’ skepticicm toward ue is, of course, great, and they are wondering if 
these are only tricks and also whether it is intended to offer the carrot until 
election time and then to use the stick again. Moreover, there is concern lest 

a decrease in solidarity have a possible weakening effect. Therefore we have now 
witnessed almost ritualized solidarity demands such as "Release the people!" While 
this unfortunately blocks agreements, it does not block every kind of dialog. 


SPIEGEL: Is amnesty under discussion? 


Dahrendorf: Amnesty is not negotiable at all. Something quite different is the 
fact that our legal order permits a plethora of possibilities of reaction once a 
situation of detente has been reached. 


SPIEGEL: Is the Senat going to offer vacant buildings for occupation-restoration 
as happened in Duesseldorf? 


Dahrendorf: This possibility of exchange is in fact being examined and discussed 
at present. 


SPIEGEL: Without supporting the Bavarian police state methods in any way, may we 
ask whether it would not have been possible to do without such an exchange if the 
police had driven the people from the very first building when it was occupied in 
spring 19797? 


Dahrendorf: Well, this is a question one naturally asks oneself again and again. 
I think that the inherent problems for the people who are at odds with the state 
would then probably be made an issue in a different context--I don't know. 


SPIEGEL: What do you know cbout those who have lately been dissociating themselves 
from the state? What isthe countermovement doing? Troops of rowdies are already 
offering their services to the owners of buildings in box-number newspaper adver- 
tisements. There is talk of vigilantes. 
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bahrendorf; We have no concrete evidence of any radica.ization from the extreme 
right. But we consider it an enormous danger, because this would of course lead to 
confrontations which could escalate the whole matter even further, Therefore it 
even worries us when construction workers only spontaneously say at their tavern 
table, "Let's go and clean up." 


SPIEGEL: Even if there is no fascist ferment there, the old lady who lives alone 
in a six-room apartment in an old building... 


Dahrendorf: ...really does not have to be afraid, We come at once. That is one 
Line we have clearly drawn. As soon as tenants are molested, the police come as 
soon as they hear about it. 


SPIEGEL: Nevertheless, there is a great deal of that kind of fear going around, 


Dahrendorf;: That has to be assumed, In part, it is also being consciously fostered. 
But should that fear prevent my pursuing the policy I consider proper? I am sorry, 
that isthe route we have to take, 


SPIEGEL: Despite the fact that presumably it will cost the SPD and FDP some votes 
in the 10 May election. 


Dahrendorf: There is no question but that we have certain problems in putting our 
more cautious policy across to the voters. Yet we must do what we consider proper. 
This is a point on which there is also particular agreement between Joechen Vogel 
and me, We believe that concessions in matters of principle with an election in 
mind destroy not only our credibility among many citizens but that of that very 
policy. 


SPIEGEL: Surely with your empathetic policy you are making concessions, on the 
other hand, to young voters tending toward the Alternative List [AL]. That too 
without any kind of design? 


Dahrendorf: Of those who are convinced AL voters, we are sure not to reach anyone. 
Perhaps we will be able to regain the vote of some former SPD voters who are about 
to turn away from us and, as a matter of protest or because they are disgruntled, 
_ntend to vote for the AL or not to vote at all, 


SPLEGEL: In dealing politically with the squatters’ scene, you have stressed and 

inted up especially the constitutional-state principle of proportionality--that 

, the choice of the suitable, the required and the most gentle means. Assuming 
that you as former Hamburg senator of justice, like Mr Vogel as former minister of 
justice in Bonn, take this constitutional command seriously, do you want to rule 
out the fact that this time this juristical vehicle is also quite useful poli- 
tically?

SPIEGEL; Surely it would not have been juristically improper for the police to 
search more buildings, as was demanded again and again by the public prosecutor. 


Dahrendorf: If in weighing both the juristical position and what is desired poli- 
tically we reach a point where both agree, there is nothing wrong with that, 
Precisely the governing mayor and I, 4s you have sald, are particularly sensitive 
in juristical questions... 


SPIEGEL: ...and have had a lot of practice in dealing with the law after political 
aims have been set, 





Dahrendorf: It being inconceivable, however, in the case of either of us to commit 
a wrong. 


SPIEGEL: The Berlin prosecutor's office makes the same claim under different 
auspices. Contrary to your intention, it insists on the strict prosecution even 

of charges that date back quite a while because otherwise it would be guilty of not 
obeying the law. 


Dahrendorf: In investigations police are officials helping the prosecutor's office, 
It issued instructions, That is what it is supposed to do. In some case the police 
pointed out that carrying out their investigative mission might lead to jeopar- 
dizing law and order and the peace of the community, and asked, "Are we to go ahead 
nevertheless?" This amounts to the prosecutor's office having the final decision 
while the police, of course, has to undertake the appropriate assessment of assets 
and duties in accordance with the respective concrete situation, 


SPIEGEL; And if the police consider an ordered measure to be disproportionate and 
thus contrary to the law? 


Dahrendorf: Then a mechanism for settling conflicts sets in, with the senator of 
justice having the final say. Then whatever he says is done, 


SPIEGEL: Then justice no longer knows any bounds? 
Dahrendorf: Yes it does, in the event that something unconstitutional would result. 
But it is imaginable that below this threshold we have to make decisions prevail 


which can wreck our overtures for a dialog and put us back tothe unfortunate 
situation which we had started from.

BUFALINI COMMENTS ON PCI-CPSU RELATIONS

[Text] We believe the differences that became apparent recently between the PC! 
and the CPSU should be ne‘ther dramatized nor underestimated. This conviction 
arises not so much from an elomentary sense of political prudence, but from care- 
ful consideration of some facts in the situation. 


First of all, is the fact that there is no, at least as far as we are concerned, 
desire to worsen relations. All those political forces, newspapers, sectors of 
public opinion in our country, even those not hostile to us, which recently began 
to measure the distance between us and the USSR, and to link to this process our 
broader role in national political dialectics, have really demonstrated a lasting 
incomprehension for the authentic source of our policy. And, we believe, there 

is also a certain myopia on the direction and scope of the historic phase in which 
we are living. It is as though the positions we take were instruments for the 
conquest of a license to govern which we certainly do not think we need. As if 
there were no other reasons for the position of those who oppose a government with 
the communists because, rooted in conservative positions, they fear and in reality 
raise obstacles to every process of effective renewal of the country. 


The basic point is that we fight for socialist change in Western Europe. We do 

this according to the historical conditions and peculiarities that objective 
demands--certainly not against, but rather beginning with the break of the great 
socialist revolution of 1917--as a new and further phase in the struggle of the 
western worker's movement which draws lessons from the experience gained so far. 

And along with this, and above all, we fight to safeguard world peace and the evolu- 
tion that grows from it toward a more just and solid united horizon of relations 
among peoples. 


All this impels us not to seek ruptures, but rather to search for ways that could 
facilitate reciprocal understanding with a force such as the USSR. This is esse: 


‘ial to any possible new international order and to future world progress. There 
fore it 1s not a desire for rupture, but certainly, for full independence and, o1 
the basis of this, also |tolerance for! differences and conflicts even on quest i 
‘1 substance. We do not want to underestimate these, but always will make an 


effort to understand and be understood. 
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For some years the process of detente has come to a halt, or better, has been 
reversed, The forces that oppose such a backward step are considerable, but in 
order for their initiative to be effectively deployed, the many causes must be 
carefully analyzed; the various reasons for these forces should be better under- 
stood; the meaning of every political gesture carefully measured, Therefore, a 
higher critical spirit is indispensable in the dialog which, on our side, we have 
planned to take also to the CPSU Congress perhaps not in consonance with a certain 
climate of triumph that is present there. 


As is known, differences of assessment developed recently between ourselves and the 
CPSU on some causes of the present situation and on steps to be taken, These 
emerged clearly in the serious and to some extent pole ical talks we had last 

July, together with Pajetta and Gianotti, at Moscow w ti comrades Kirilenko, 
Ponomarev, Zimyanin and Zagladin. At issue then were the effective and realistic 
bases for an East-West dialog on armaments. Also in question were the importance 
and effects of the Afghanistan events on detente. Even then we did not fail to 
confirm our conviction that it is impossible to export either revolution or counter- 
revolution (even to countries such as Afghanistan in which the revolutionary proc- 
ess is necessary but bitter and tortuous) without thus creating an obstacle to 
detente and providing opportunities to forces that are conservative and hostile 

to the process of renewal and liberation. Even in regard to the struggle against 
armaments, there was a confirmation of differences of opinion on the role Western 
communist parties were to play in this battle. 


It will be recalled that we decided a year ago not to join in the Paris Conference 
on Disarmament held by the communist parties because we were aware of an effort to 
make it assume simplistic positions, to make it play a purely propagandistic role, 
decreasing the breadth of the ranks of various independent forces willing to fight 
against the arms race, This remains an essential question for common agreement 
because our party wants and is called upon to play a political and not purely 
propagandistic function, and to exercise an effective weight on the national and 
international scene. 


As is known, differences have also developed in regard to Polish events. As far as 
we are concerned, we remain convinced that the crisis into which that society has 
been precipitated above all makes indispensable that process of profound renewal 
that is demanded by the working class and that has been decided upon and advanced 
by the PZPR [Polish United Workers' Party]. The events so far make a return to the 
past unthinkable. Certainly, we see the dangers represented by anarchist and 
extremist forces--and action by hostile forces--to the Polish social system which 
certainly could not be unhinged without incalculable damage for Poland's cause of 
progress and independence and of peace. But if we stress the sense of responsibili- 
ty and restraint on the economic and political level shown by the working class, 
the communist party, the new independent trade unions (whose birth we continue to 
consider a positive event) and the Catholic forces, we do so also because we be- 
lieve that the struggle should be resolutely fought on two fronts: Against conser- 
vatism and against anarchy. Renewal is necessary because the real and profound 
split between the working class and the party, between the masses and the state is 
a real problem. The battle for renewal and against the anarchist and antisocialist 
forces is in any case a task of the working class, of the popular forces and Polish 
communists. 
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On many of these questions, however, we believe that the 26th CPSU Congress, and 
particularly the Brezhnev report, have offered notably positive features, Our 
appreciation for the broad and specific positions expressed in it on international 
prospects was increased by the general political context in which they matured, 

by the climate created by the recent positions Reagan took on rearmament, on 
liberation struggles labeled "terrorist," in an absurd distortion, on the defini- 
tion of such broad "vital areas" for the United States. It is very important 

that Brezhnev has presented a collection of substantially realistic proposals of 
peace in the face of such alarming signals that come from America. Important new 
developments are the attention given to changes in Chinese domestic politics and 
a cautious but nevertheless credible reference to the fact that resulting changes 
in the foreign policy of that country cannot be excluded; the willingness to 
negotiate security treaties in the far east with China and Japan; and the firmness, 
but also the realism and willingness, demonstrated for a solution of the Middle 
East question, Also to be noted is the new willingness to search for a political 
solution for Afghanistan. This can take place, according to the CPSU, both 
separately and in the context of an overall discussion of the serious problems 
presented in the entire Gulf area. And, finally, decisive importance is attributed 
to the statement concerning the willingness to negotiate armaments in Europe with 
the United States and European nations, on new bases beginning with t'> stoppage 
of all current rearmament initiatives on either side, that is, ona ‘ 2 that is 
very similar to that we adopted recently. 


Brezhnev made the unity and cohesion of the socialist camp the basis for this 
platform; however, at the same time, there was an explicit statement regarding the 
existence of a plurality of paths and methods in the process of building socialism 
with reference to the Yugoslav experience. This leads to a tangle of very complex 
problems. Even we believe that the dialog between the East and the West, and a 
fruitful search for agreements, can develop if a policy of changing the balance 
between the two blocs is avoided; that, inevitably, would stiffen the logic of the 
opposition between the two blocs rather than paving the way to overcoming that 
attitude. At the same time, however, this must not take place to the detriment of 
the needs of the plurality of roads to socialism and of the needs for renewal that 
are present in each individual nation, 


Thus, we are in the presence of an evolution of the Soviet point of view on very 
important world questions. We have not failed to note many substantial positions 
that converge on our own. That attitude somehow is crowned in the highest proposal 
contained in the Brezhnev report, that of a summit meeting between the two super- 
mowers. The resumption of the dialog between the United States and the USSR is 
essential and, despite the present triumphal Reagan attitude, we believe it is also 
realistic because it is based on general interests. 


We know that bipolarism in recent years has been loaded down with negative conno- 
tations in a parallel fashion with the rest of its crisis, and it has become 
increasingly synonomous with the mere division of the world into areas of influence. 
But che weakness of that policy does not prevent us from seizing upon the lasting 
need for dialog and the search for agreement between the two major powers, as on: 

of the fundamental guarantees for peace, as a choice, according to Brezhnev, of 
common commitment to peace against rearmament, against the tragic illusion of bei 
able to prevail in an atomic conflict. 
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That, therefore, is why we express a positive judgment concerning a most important 
aspect--the new peace proposals--of the 2Zoth CPSU Congress. These proposals are 
being translated into specific diplomatic initiatives through letters sent by 
Brezhnev to Western governments. The entire Western World has shown much attention 
and great interest in them, even though chece has been no lack, even in Italy, of 
pejorative attitudes which we consider absurd and serious. Our hope and our com- 
mitment is that we will not lose this opportunity of fundamental importance for a 
dialog and the search for possible understandings on specific questions that many 
West European nations had--even though in different terms and with different 
accents, considered essential for a diaiog of peace. 


However, there remains the question concerning recent misunderstandings that arose 
in regard to us even beyond the differences of which we have spoken. Certainly they 
are historical and cultural difficulties that make understanding nore laborious. 
However, I believe they also grow out of the difficulty in interpreting the forces 
and the new demands hat press on the world scene and which can no longer be com- 
pressed into rigid plans, but for which broader space must be offered for renewal 
and a more understanding political leadership; they grow out of the diffidence, 
perhaps less than in the past, for the independent role that Europe can today play 
and, on the other hand, also because of the contribution that can come from a more 
powerful effort by the nonaligned movement. 


It is precisely these conditions that lead us to believe that the time is ripe and 
even urgent for a development of the policy of the Western workers’ movement on new 
bases and which impel us to accelerate the process of definition and realization of 
that strategy that has been called "Eurocommunism." 


If the crisis of bipolarism is abcve all a crisis in points of reference that in the 
past were rigidly defined and opposed, it is also the task of the forces of the 
workers’, socialist and popular movement of Western Europe to open new horizons 

of hope and confidence in progress and change, in the sign of socialism. 


The task of a party such as ours--and we hope that in the future that can be better 
understood--is to push forward the renewal of ideological political positions of 
the European workers’ movement that can constitute the axis of a broader under- 
standing among all the forces that aspire to renewal and progress, in democracy and 
peace, in the framework of a new international order in Europe and even beyond its 
confines.

LEGISLATORS CALL TOP INTELLIGENCE OFFICIALS INCOMPETENT

[Text] On 19 November 1979, Kurt Schilling, a Swiss “industrial adviser," was 
arrested while spying on the Austrian Federal Army during “local defense excerises" 
in St. Poelten; a month later he was sentenced to 5 months in prison for passing 

on © itary intelligence information. At that time the affair still looked more 

or lese iike a cheap comedy. A visibly clumsy Swiss citizen was trying to be an 
agent--half of Europe was laughing at the idea and the Lower Austrian spy farce of 
the 59-year-old former senior lieutenan: of the Swiss militia. 


Only the closest advisers of the defense minister in Bern made long faces; to 
extricate himself from the consequences i: a neutral neighboring country, he named 
the person who had sent him: General Staff Col Albert Bachmann (52), director o! 
the so-called special force within the "Detachment for Intelligence Service and 
Defense” of the Swiss Military Department, in other words, one of the leading 
intelligence agents in Bern. For about 14 months, responsible and appivpriate 
agencies in the confederacy made every effort possible to save whatever could be 
saved at all following the Schilling mishap and to camouflage the true state of 
aftaire in all directions, 


The attempt, however, failed. Suspicious parliamentarians, above all Luzern’: 
Christian Democrat Alfons Mueller=-Marzohl, energetically delved into this impene- 
trable intelligence business. The result was a requicite invest.gation by a 
parilementary work group. Since the findings of these public representatives be 
came known, the Swiss no longer think that there is anything funny about their 
inte, ligence Service, 


The tinal report about the parliamentary findings--which may become a subject for 
heated debates in spring--contains the information that since 1975, at the iatest., 
ny things have gone wrong in the “holy of holies" of the Swiss Military Depart 


ent. articularly “intelligence gathering with increased risks," the termino! 
se r active intormation on toreign countries, was profiting trom inept oi! 
harge and an bitraury eapert, the sbove-mentioned Sachmann.

The man who sent Schilling eastward to t' front" ond had him pase “tentative” 
intelligence tests before that in Lta’ in tf) kG was qualifted as an adven- 
turer and an egocentric misfit, The committee members’ {findings on Albert Bachmann 
were that he certainly was an upright confederate and that he possessed integrity, 
but “although he was a good intelligence man and planner he was unsuitable to be 
the chief. Neither should he have been assigned to the special service nor to 

the intelligence service," 


In addition, the general staff colonel maintained a certain private intelligence 
organization, wnich took up about 15 percent of his work time. His eagerness went 
so far that he used financial support provided by Swise industrialists to buy and 
properly perpare vacation homes and a hotel in lreland as a "temporary location for 
a Swiss government in exile in case of emergency." 


The person who was Bachmann's chief superviser at that time, Division Commander 
(2<star general) Carl Weidenmann, now retired, was given a report card by the 
parliamentarians that bore the devastating grade of "incompetent." Other officers 
with the rank of general who supervised Bachmann had to be told that they had 
never been able to assert themselves in their dealings with the individualistix 
and hard to handle self-starter, and the Secret Service chief accepted the 
reprimand that he had not beer equal to his task. 


On the whole, it is a devastat np balance, and even two ministers--tormer Defense 
Minister Rudolf Cnaegy ane che ctficiating President Kurt Furgler in his capacity 
as the chief of the Department of Justice--came under fire. In the case of Gnaegi 
it was because of his opinion that he could leave the strange activities of the 
Swiss "spies" without criticism up to the chief of general staff; in Furgler's 
case the reason was that his ministry did something particularly foolish. 


[t was in 1975, when Brig Gen Jean-Louls Jeanmaire, at that time armament chief of 
the Civil Defense Force, finally caught the attention of the Swiss Federal Police, 
following a total of 14 years of intelligence work for the KGB, the Soviet secret 
service. The Federal Prosecutor's Office even had the foolhardy idea of permitting 
the one-star general to continue working beyond his normal time and spend an 

entire year in the office of the intelligence Service "for observation,” considering 
that later he was sentenced to 18 years in the penetentiary for treason. In other 
words, the highest-ranking agent of Moscow was more or less sitting at the source. 


"A first-rate blunder," National Deputy Heinrich Schalcher (people's representative) 
stated, and he exploded when he had to explain thi mistake to the public. Never- 
theless, there will probably be no consequences, Those who are responsible 

retired a long time ago or they have been transferred somewhere else, and Bachmann 











left the Rern civil service at the end of the year after paying the modest sum of 
10,000 Swiss france ase a contribution to his old age ineurance through the federal 


government. 


Finally, military judges are waiting for Kurt Schilling. He ie to answer "for 
betraying secrets.” After all, with hie excursion into the neighboring Austria 
he etarted all the trouble that later snowballed,

SOVIETS REPORTEDLY LINKED TO TERROR, SUBVERSION

[Excerpt] The Russian role in terror has been known for a long time. Statements 
by NATO on this matter are frequently encountered. Even during his tenure as NATO 
commander, the new American Secretary of State A. Haig addressed this matter sever! 
times. And today he does not hesitate to speak out on the topic. 


Russia has not said anything in the face of all these facts, choosing to simply 
remain silent. 


Terrorism in Turkey, just as throughout the world, has been spawned by Russia and 

supported from there. Everyone is aware of this. A number of arrested militants 

have openly testified in court that they were trained in camps covertly or overtly 
supported by Russia. A great many weapons possessed by terrorists were introduced 
into Turkey under Bulgarian auspices via Varna and Burgaz. A great many of these 

weapons are Russian-made and manufactured for guerrilla warfare. 


Quite a few individuals specializing in terrorism--whose names have been divulged 
by KGB officers arrested, declared persona non grata owing to diplomatic immunity, 
and who have received asylum in the West up to now--have for a long time carried on 
their operations with ease in Turkey. Most of them serve as diplomats or work in 
representations and news agencies. 


Professional spies have carried out significant missions in Turkey. They have 
endeavored to incite strikes, set the conditions necessary for demonstrations an 
mass disturbances, disseminate false reports, support guerrilla t vements and 
exacerbate tension through sedition and intrigue. Acquiring vital secrets and 
communicating them to their country is also among their duties. 


There have been some 2,000 Russian spies uncovered by Western intelligence serv! 
up to now while conducting espionage operations or whose names have been disclosed 
by Soviet agents given asylum in the West. 


Forty-six of them were active in *urkey at various times. 

The Ruesian legation takes second place after the United States as the larg 
ission. There are some 120 members to include those working for trade repres« 

tlons at the consulates and news agencies. By contrast the staff Turkey has 
tussia is much smaller.

EXTENSIVE MEDICAL, PHARMACEUTICAL LNSURANCE COVERAGE PLANNED 
Athens | KATHIMERINI in Greek 11 Mar 81 pp 4,8 


[Text] In the statements made yesterday, at the inauguration of the Year of 
Social Insurance, Deputy Minister of Social Services Ger, Apostolatos said: 


" The statement of Prime Minister Georgios Rallis that there would be no 
Greek senior citizen without a pension, doctor, medicine, or hospitalization 
undoubtedly constitutes the epitome of our social policy and the culmination 
of a series of legislative and executive resolutions of the last session 
which place the Country in the vanguard of social insurance attainments. 


One cannot disregard the effort which will still be required for a just and 
cohesive insurance management for all working Greeks. 


Neither can the fact be ignored that the system still shows the weakness of 
dispersion and patchwork of insurance carriers which cover the groups of in- 
sured and pensioners of the country. 


However, it is undeniable that, with the legislation enacted during the last 
four years, the social insurance system constitutes a new reality and sat- 
isfies the expectations and dreams of large sections of our people. 


The change is discernible even if one limits one's self to cite the basic 
regulations which were enacted during this period: 


The sanctioning of eligibility for a pension at age 35, even in the private 
eector. 


The founding of the new Auxiliary Insurance Fund for Salaried Workers. 


The enactment of the automatic readjustment of the pensions of IKA [Social 
Insurance Foundation’ in accordance with the economic developments of the 
country and with each corresponding quantitative tmprovement of the daily 
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extensio natton-wide of LKA and the insurance coverave of all white 
and blue collar workers. 
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fhe integration into the medical, pharmaceutical, and hospital protection 
of new, large groups of insured and pensioners, it ie estimated that rec- 
ently 1,600,000 insured and membera of their families have obtained for the 
firat time medical, pharmaceutical and hospitalization aid, 


The mandatory ineurance of the ens: 1 pulathon, As a result of 
the regulations enacted in the last iour years, we estimate that 99% of the 
working population is now insured, while in 1950 only 24% was insured, 


The improvement of the lowest grades of pensions, During the same pertod 
the aforementioned lowest pension gradc*s, mainly those of IKA, which this 
year will go from 3,800 drachmas to 9,000 and those of TEVE [Greek Crafts- 
men's and Tradesmen's (Tnsurance) Funds] were increased from 1,550 drachmas 
to 6,000 drachmas, that is they have quadrupled, 


The insurance advancement of the old pensioners of IKA. In fact, 200,000 
Old pensioners of IKA had their situation improved by three insurance steps, 
without a single dra ‘wma being collected as a new contribution, 


The enactment of systematic contributions and payments, that is, the updating 
and balancing of contributions on levels which were essential for the pro- 
portionate payments. Thus, pensions which began at 50,00 drachmas per month 
have increased twenty-five-fold, while other, mere token contributions paid 
by independent professionals were readjusted, 


The repeal of a series of perplexing insurance decrees, 


The administrative and economic reform of the Major Branch Insurance Funds. 

A really spectacular improvement in the operating procedures of the Major 
Branch Insurance Carriers was the result of the passage of a series of insti- 
tutional laws which reformed the Drivers' and Judicial Employees Funds, TEVE; 
TSMEDE [Pension Fund for Public Works Engineer-Contractors]; TSAY [Medical 
Personnel Pension and Self-Insurance Fund]; TAE [Merchants Insurance Fund]. 


The increase in insurance payments to our agricultural people, 


While in 1974 the OGA's [Farm Insurance Organization] overall contribution 
for pensions and indemnities was 4.5 billion drachmas, in 1981, the corre- 
sponding amounts will reach approximately 32 billion drachmas, that is, they 
will increase over seven-fold, 


Never hefore was tvrere observed a case of an insurance carrier with such an 
increase in pension payments, 


With the recent legislation, the OGA extends the coverage of damages to 


floods and windstorms, while coverage for cattle ownership and ftloriculture

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The amalgamation of the small, problemeridden Funds, The small, problem- 
ridden Funds, with limited means and adminiatrative incompetence, are being 
gradually absorbed by large, strong insurance carriers, 


It ie our expectation that the 278 insurance organizations supervised by the 
the Ministry of Social Services will be grouped together into about 60, 


The insurance coverage of working Greeks abroad, 


Except for the general regulation entailed by the incorporation of our country 
in the EEC and which gives the possibility of joint computation of time 
worked in corresponding member-countries of the Community and the free trans- 
fer of pensions, with the signing of a series of bilateral international 
agreements, favorable corresponding arrangements were worked out for those 
Greeks who work abroad, 


The initialing a few days ago of our agreement with Canada constitutes another 
significant step in this sector, which involves thousands of our countrymen, 
Persistent and systematic effort is being made for the signing of analogous 
agreements with the East European Countries, 


The adoption of computerization by the Insurance Funds, 

A National Insurance Registry and the simplification of proceedings. 

With special) legislation we have simplified all the old bureaucratic pro- 
ceedings for decision-making by the Funds and we have delegated to lower 
echelons the decision-making which previously required the approval of their 


Administrative Councils, with the attendant unavoidable delays. 


Coincidentally with the help of computerization, we c.eate a National Insur- 
ance Registry for all insured and pensioned Greeks. 


The verification and cashing of the receipts of the Funds. 
The economic strengthening of the Funds, 


The reform of the local system of the insurance Funds had its effect both on 
the economic size of these organizations and their economic health, 


The decision not to allow new extensions to those indebted to frozen obliga- 
tions to Funds was significant, 


This new procedure has raised the income of IKA from the 34 billion drac’ os 
in 1977 to 85 billion in 1980, while the frozen debts are about 2% of the 
yearly budget of the Institution. 


And the reserves of the Fund re stimated to reach 101 billioe lrachma: 
1981 trom the 49 billion in 1977, 











Lt le necessary to commend the posit. oatributton of the Greek General 
Confederation of Labor in the research, planning, and promation of these 
regulatory decrees. 





The Future 


To be gure, there is much to be don ‘hie seusittve sector of social in- 
surance for the 278 Insurance Funds under the jurisdiction of the Ministry 
of Social Services and the other 100 over which other ministries have juris- 
dictiov, 


Demands by pressure groups and occasional regulations of the past have cre- 
ated a mosaic of injustices, privileges, bitterness, omissions, favors, and 
errors, It is necessary to have persistence and patience in an effort to 
achieve a unified insurance management for all Greeks, 


Within the framework of legislative decrees, on which we are voting, cor- 
rective regulations continuously take place, In any event the problems are 
many and often difficult to solve, 


The Prime Minister, Mr. Georgios Rallis, in his statements about the Proy: ao 
of the present government, has set three goals foi the sector of social 
insurance: 


a. TO grant pensions to all senior citizens who, because of past national 
circumstances were not able, or did not wish, to be covered by the country's 
insurance system, 


The appropriate legislative bill is already being promoted to cover, insurance- 
wise, this problem group, It is a matter of great social portent, 


b. To increase the Lowest pensions granted and to close the gap between 
those receiving high pensions and those receiving low ones, 


We are heading in that direction with a series of decisions and regulations, 


c. No Creek should remain without insurance, a doctor, medicines, and 
hospitalization. 


And this goal, with the recent decisions of extending the IKA to cover all 
of Greece and the admission of large groups for medical-pharmaceutical 
coverage, is in the process of heing reached.’

POLICE ON TRIAL FOR TORTURE 
[stanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 31 Mar 81 pp 3, 7 


[Text] The trial has begun in the Martial Law Command Number 2 Military Tribunal 
of one Assistant Superintendent and 11 police officers on the charge that they 
tortured a suspect named Ibrahim Eski, who died after falling from the terrace of 
a house to which he was brought by police teams after his arrest. The military 
prosecutor wanted the accused policemen to be imprisoned from 3 months to 3 years 
in accordance with Article 245 of the Turkish Penal Code (TCK), but he has asked 
that the sentence be increased "by one-third to a half", since it was a "crime 
committed in the course of duty" as stipulated in Article 251 of the TCK, 


The names of the Police Department Second Branch officers on trial at the military 
tribunal are: Mustafa Oner (Assistant Superintendent), Hamid Akdi, Hasan Alatas, 
Harun Bozukluoglu, Muzaffer Altintas, Erol Aytekin, Bilal Sat, Mustafa Seda, Kenan 
Avei, Cafer Camli, Kemal Goker, and Halil Kartal. 


"Although it is clear that Ibrahim Eski was injured during a house search by jumping 
from a terrace in the front of the house while trying to escape, that he died on 

ll November 1980 at Numune Hospital where he was taken, that, as the result of an 
autopsy performed at the Gulhane Military Medical Academy and Training Hospital, 
death was caused by cerebral hemmorage, and that this hemmorage can be linked to 
Ibrahim Eski's falling from a high place, it is apparent that the accused are in 
violation of Article 245 of the TCK insofar as there were bruises and abraisons 

(on Eski) that would not have resulted in the death speci‘ied by the autopsy report, 
that would not have been incapacitating, and that would have healed in a week." 


After the prosecution read the indictment, defendent Hamid Akdi said during ques- 
tioning that when they stopped Ibrahim Eski in front o- the house, Eski threw a 
punch at him and started to flee. He said that Eski died after falling from a 
3.5-meter-high te race. The accused policemen testified that "coercion and pres- 
sure’ were not used on Eski, 


Eski's mother, who attended th? trial, said that she did not witness force used on 
her son, But she said, "I saw my child's body. His lips and fingers were dark 


purple from electric shock," 


The trial has been postponed to a later date in order to hear witnesses.
